QADHDHAFI INCREASINGLY REVEALING APRICAN AMBITLONS

[Text) A subject of controversy for quite a while now, Libyan intervention in 
Chad is today beyond a dowbt. The Tripoli sovernment openly champions the Tranei- 
tional National Union Government, CUNT, whose president is Goukouni Oueddei, head 
of 4 country which no longer existe except on paper. For several days now dis- 
patches of the Libyan presse agency have been emphasizing the Chadian president's 
official visit to Libya, and the round of inepections the two chiefs of state have 
juet finished in Chad's northern territory, in the Borkou-Ennedi-Tibesti region. 


Quite obviously confirmed by recent proposals made by both Qachdhafi and Goukouni 
Oueddet, the alliance between GUNT and the Libyan Government has the West worried. 
On 7 November a spokesperson for the State Department in Washington said: “We 
are deeply concerned with the Libyan Aray intervention and the effects it could 
have in Chad and in other African countries. All military engagements coming from 
outside the country can only complicate Chad's interior problems and prolong the 
tragedy of civil war.” In Paris, despite the observance of an official silence, 
one is equally concerned. 


The disintegration of Chad, former French possession in Central Africa, confirms 
the failure of the decolonization politics conducted in this part of the black con- 
tinent. Not having known how to prevent tribal and regional clashes, of religious 
or political nature, France found iteelf caught up in a series of military inter- 
ventions which solved noching. Today, after the total retreat completed last May 
by the last Trench soldiers, Chad broke up into two distinct states, the whole 
southern part of the country living in a more or less autonomous fashion. 


The deterioration of the situstion in Chad threatens part of the neighboring 
countries with unetabilization: the Central African Republic, where President 
Dacko hae not been able to assume former Emperor Bokassa's heritage; the Cameroon, 
where President Ahidjo constantly fears a revival of tensions between the diverse 
national communities, whose ethnic origin and religious persuasion recall somewhat 
those of he Chadian population; Niger, where a large Toubbou minority is found in 
the eastern part of its territory, 4 minority which is racially closely related to 
the Chadian Tibesti and the Libyan Pezzan peoples. 


Colonel Oadhdhafi is already very interested in the Toubbous of Niger. He called 
on them to rebel 3 weeks ago, in a radio speech in which he criticized the govern- 
ment of Niamev for the repressive poli'ics he feels are being conducted towards 











the Toubbous and the Toua.ee*® living in ite territory, Faced with this obvious 
provocation, Lieutenant Colonel Seyni Kountche abstained from all reaction, proof 
of hie great sang-froid in these circumstances, 


The Chadian imbroglio is simply one opportunity among others the Libyan president 
hase seized upon to affirm the pan-Ielamic vocation of his country and of the region 
south of the Sahara. Profiting from the awkwardness of the superpowers, or more 
simp'y their absenteeiem, he has multiplied his interventions in the last couple 

of months: from Senegal and Gambia to Mali and the Central African Republic, not 
forgetting the Western Sahara. Trying more and more to relay Algeria to the 
Polisario, to which he does not ceas« to increare his military aid, President 
Qadhdhafi is revealing the vigor of his African ambitions to the northeast of the 
continent, to Chad and to others.

RESURGENCE OF COLD WAR IN AFRICA

[Text] It must have taken al) the publicity surrounding the great show of the 
American elections for the Africans to ask themselves the question upon which they 
have hardly had the opportunity to reflect for 2 years: Will the Americans have 
an African policy, and if eo, what will it be? For, after raising serious hopes 
at the beginning of hie mandate, Mr Carter had ended up bv disappointing many 
African leaders of the OAU [Organization of African Unity] without obtaining, for 
the rest, concessions from Pretoria. 


Mr Kissinger had diaplayed only a tardy interest in the black continent, not only 
becauee hie priorities were elsewhere (Vietnam, dialogue with Moscow and Beijing), 
but also because it took the Angola conflict in 1975, to have the black Third World 
enter the area of the East-West dialogue, with the intervention, on one side, of 

a South-African expeditionary corps, and on the other, Cuban troops supported by 
Soviet logistics. After President Nixon's resignation, the former Secretary of 
State visited Africa twice, in spring and summer 1976. 


The second time, at the very moment when Mr Carter was conducting a rather brilliant 
electoral campaign, the American diplomat had been able to impose, on the occasion 
<f a detour through Pretoria, 4 “Peace Plan” on Mr Smith in Rhodesia. This 
“Kissinger Plan" remained unneeded, since it was immediately denounced by the 
"Front Line” states (which then included Angola, Botewana, Mozambique, Tanzania and 
Zambia). 


The memory which the Africans have retained of Mr Kissinger would be ambiguous, for 
the least. In the Angoln conflict, the United States had supported that UNITA- 
FNLA coalition, to whose help the South-Africans had come late in the day, 4 cause 
which could hardly be popular with the OAU. Mr Smith's “iron ara”, from which he 
was the firet to extort the principle of "Majority Rule,” was only momentarily inm- 
pressive; not only it remained short-lived, but the OAU soon suspected “dear Henry” 
of obtaining this very ephemeral success at the cost of discreet concessions to 
their main enemy, the South-African apartheid regime. 


In any case, Mr Carter's assumption of office was to modify radically, at the begin- 
ning of 1977, the African view of the American Government. Mr Andrew Young, 4 
black, ambassador to the United Nations and Cabinet Member, received from the 





American president 4 genuine de egatton of powers with regard to Africa. Mr Young 
then appeared to be aseigned the task of conveying to the Africans the message of 
liberty and ractal equality, of whieh Mr Carter, who is, like him, a native of 
Georgia, had become the advocate. Visiting Africa frequently, Mr Young incarnated 
two refueale of American diplomacy: that of complaisance towards apartheid and that 
of the Soviet encroachments. Mr Young then had the merit of creating 4 wave of 
liking for hie government on a continent which rarely stops at the strong language 
so often reproached to the American diplomat. He also had the merit of influencing 
to a considerable extent the American decision not to interfere, in 1977, on the 
side of Somalia in the armed conflict between Mogadiscio and Addis-Ababa, in spite 
of the reinforcement of at least three Cuban brigades and South Yemen unite received 
by the Ethiopians. 


But over the passing monthe, Mr Young found it increasingly difficult tu convince 
the White House to maintain a definite African policy. The deterioration of the 
relations with Pretoria, which was to culminate on the occasion of a stormy inter- 
view in Vienna between Vice-President Monuale and the former South African prime 
minieter, Mr Vorater, in May 1977, did not give Washington many benefits. The 
American initiatives for settling the Rhodesian conflict were all to fail. Presi- 
dent Carter's African stop at Lagos, during a tour which was to lead him from Latin 
America to the Near East, in April 1978, will not leave behind an unforgettable 
memory. the “Afvcican speech” made on this occasion by the White House chief read 
more ifke a list of good intentions than the definition of a policy. 


Muddled Diplomacy 


Mr Young's wission would come to rather an abrupt end in August 1979, when the 
ambassador would resign his post so a6 not to embarrass any longer Mr Carter by 

his outepokenness. Since then, the Democratic administration, forgetting a little 
ite initial princip'es, seems to have changed its attitude to a considerable extent. 
The Iranien revolution and the Afghan conflict, in particular, have led it to re- 
questing the use of military installations in Kenya and especially in Somalia, al- 
though the latter has not ceased *o support guerillas in the South-Ethiopian terri- 
tory. Previously, during the second Shaba war in 1978, Washington had agreed to 
supply the necessary means of transportation for the legionnaire regiment rushed 

to the epot by the French Government. Sy the end of his mandate, Mr Carter did not 
appear to have any longer the time to study the African files, which have not made 
much progress during his presidency: the problem raised by the South African apart- 
heid, the Namibian negotiations, the trade balarce deficit with Nigeria (for whom 
the United States are the chief oil exporters). 


His successor, Mr Reagan will have even less chances of enjoying a favorable bias 
on the part of rhe African black leaders since he incarnates in their eyes, 4 
conservative American, not greatly concerned about the interests »f its black min- 
ority, and which asserting ite wish to “become strong once again” and to “be re- 
epected.” The president-elect had also the poor taste in the view of the OAU, of 
sending to Pretoria during the campaign, one of his advisers, thus reminding them 
that priority would be given to the protection of American investments abroad. 


The South African white population will no doubt rejoice at being free from a Dem- 
ocratic administraticn which, at least for a time, was most unpopular with then. 
in case the negotiations in the Nambian conflict were to be really dragging on, 











Mr Reagan might be exposed to even greater pressures at the United Nations, in fa 
ver of economic sanctions against Pretoria. The advisers of the former governor 
of California can expect this. The South-Africane too have not such 4 short memory 
that they can forget that it wae a conservative British Government which resolved 
at the end of 1979, the Rhodesian conflict by organizing elections, whose results 
diapieased them very much. 


The fact remaine that the American diplomacy in Africa appeara to be muddled enough, 
particularily for the past 2 years, for nobody to bet on serious changes, at least 
during the firet monthe of Mr Reagan's presidency. The South-Africans will no doubt 
prove more attentive to 4 man who speaks a language of firmness close to their own. 
For the same reasons, certain countries of the OAU, will have the same reflex. 
Otherwise, Mr Reagan can hardly hope for a fund of favorable feelings. He can even 
expect hostile reactions. In 1976, the black continent was included in the geo- 


graphic “cold war” area. Will Mr Reagan's presidency mean an intensification of 
thie movement?

Lrext/ One seminar follows another in the capital, as we said in our last 
issue. In progress since yesterday at the Madagascar Hilton is an inter- 
national seminar organized by BATA S.A. of Madagascar on the Anglo-Saxon 
theme of PRODEVMEET, which could be literally translated as developmen* 
meeting.

frext/ Finlay Salesse, deputy of the Mauritian opposition group MMM, is in 
our midst in order, he says, "to maintain contact with the revolutionary 
powers in Madagascar." Mr Beranger's MMM party, as is known, enjoys excel- 
lent relations with our National Front for the Defense of the Revolution. 
Thus it is to extend those relations that Salesse is now in our capital. 


Yesterday afternoon he had an interview with Interior Minister Ampy Portos. 
Nothing leaked from that meeting other than Saleesse's satisfaction at learn- 
ing, from the words of a member of the revolutionary government, “of the 
good progress of our revolution despite undermining maneuvers of all kinds 
which are directed against it, but to which the Malagasy are by now accus- 
tomed, and against which they have repeatedly been asked to remain vigilant.” 


In Mauritius the MMM, which obtained 39.6 percent of the vores in the gen- 
eral election of 1976, has not lost ground. Quite to the contrary, it is 
continuing the struggle on all fronts. In matters of foreign policy, for 
example, Salesse and his party approve all initiatives to make the Indian 
Ocean a zone of peace. 


Diego Garcia 


On that subject, he condemns the attitude of Premier Ramgoolam: "While at 
the UN," he says, "the Premier piously asks the return of Diego Garcia, his 
foreign minister declares ' 2fore a session of Parliament ‘We are in no hur- 
ry to see the Americans leave Diego Garcia.'" 


And Salesse further recalled that since 1965, when Mauritius bartered its 
independence to the Americans for Diego Garcia, 426 families have left that 
island and have been "parked" in Mauritius. They are not yet integrated 

in Mauritian society, as was promised. Work, and housing, had indeed been 
promised them. . . Nothing has been done. These ‘islanders’, as we call 
them, on 21 September last declared a 4-day hunger strike. Only then 

did the government deign to show an interest in their fate." 


Salesse does not hesitate to describe as “a huge hypocrisy” the demand for 
Diego Garcia's return to Mauritius. He sees in this attitude of the present 
government a clear preelection maneuver. General elections are approaching 
in the island, and in fact are planned for December of next year.

DETAILS OF ETHIC *IAN-SOMALI BATTLE OF WARDER 
Paris AFRIQUE DEFENSE in French Nov 80 p 61 


[Excerpts] The partially burned remains of three T-54 Somalian tanks manufactured 
in the USSR and a skeleton are lying on the ocher-colored sands of the Ogaden. They 
were destroyed by Soviet grenade-throwers of the Ethiopian army during the "battle 
of Warder,” which took place over a period of 52 days, from the end of May to mid- 
July, opposing Somalian and Ethiopian forces. It was the most important battle 
since the 1977-78 Ogaden war. 


Today, Warder--which numbers 5,000 inhabitants--is calm. It is at the center of a 
trie zle which juts into Somalian territory. Col Getaneh Haile, commandant of the 
Ogaden division, retraces on a map the encirclement maneuvers conducted around 
Warder and the neighboring village of Welmel. 


According to the colonel, 14,000 regular soldiers of the Somali army were engaged 
in the battle, during which 1,356 died and 2,096 were wounded. A total of 18 men 
were taken prisoners. The colonel also disclosed for the first time that the 
Ethiopian army had suffered losses of 282 dead and 210 wounded. He maintains that 
the Ethiopian army is now in control of the region, but admits that there still may 
be some “scattered enemy groups” around. 


The arms captured during the battle are exhibited, and they form an impressive in- 
ternational bazaar: Soviet and American grenades, French and Chinese rockets, French 
and Soviet mines, U.S. Jeeps that came to Somalia via Pakistan, machine guns of 
Egyptian manufacture, Italian troop transports, etc. In Dire-Dawa, Col Worku Chernet 
introduces a group of Somalian prisoners and notes that the army engages in opera- 
tions “at least 3 times a month.” However, he maintains that the Western Somalia 
Liberation Front (WSLF) does not exist, and that the skirmishes are provoked by the 
regular Somali army. 


During our visit to the Ogaden, 4a military operation was taking place to liberate 
Togochale, a locality astride the border, 80 kms from Jijiga. We continued a short 
distance in the direction of the uorth, to the Lafa Issa cump, where there are 3,500 
refugees from the war and the drought. Our convoy of Jeeps did not have a military 
escort, even though the border is only 20 kms away.

NOW that the final allocations under the 
otabex fund of the Lome | Convention have 
been settled, it is possible to draw up a 
balance sheet of the first five years in which 
the scheme has operated. 

West African states have been the main 
beneficiaries of the Stabiiisanon of Export 
Earnings Scheme (Stabex) Under the 
Lome | Convention. West Africa received 
65 per cent of the funds which the European 
Economix Community released from the 
fund The Stabilisanon Scheme wes the 
principal innovator in the Lome 
Convention It armed at compensating the 
African, Canbbean and Pacific states for 
losses in export earnings in their trade, in 
certain products, with the Community 

In the case of a few particularly poor 
States, the scheme even goes as far as to 
compensate them for losses in earniuigs 
from their total export earnings. Stabex, as 
the EEC Development Commissioner Mr 
Claude Cheysson said in 1975. is an 
imsurance scheme itis a safety net, so thatif 
a drought or other natural calamity hits a 
country and export earnings fall, then 
compensation ts available 

The fund also operates if the ACP 
country suffers a loss of earnings due to 
reduced demand for their products in 
Europe — this has been the case in 
particular with wood exports. The scheme 
aims io help countries which are extremely 
dependent on the export of certain products 
and hence whose economes can be 
drastically affected should a crop fail or 
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demand fall 

Under the Lome | Convention, the 
Stabex fund stood at 380m European Units 
of Account ($532m.). A total of $529m. has 
now been allocated — nearly all the funds 
available Of this $529m West Africa 
received $341m. or 64.5 per cent. The 
largest single beneficiary was Senegal which 
received $9im. to compensate for losses in 
earnings from groundnut ou and groundnut 
oil-cake in 1978 Indeed in that year 
Senegal received 40 per cent of the total 
Stabex allocation to the ACP States 

During the five year period in which the 
Stabex | fund operated, allocations varied 
very substantially. In 1975, the first year for 
which compensation was given. $1 12m. was 
released and West Africa received 68 9 per 
cent of the transfers. In 1976, the EEC 
released over $50m., 46.6 per cent of which 
went to West Africa. For 1977, the 
allocation was $45.3m. and West Africa 
received 59.8 percent Losses in earnings of 
the ACP States rose dramatically in 1978, 
and the Community released $229 6m. 
81.7 per cent of which went to West Africa 
(This was the year in which Senegal 
received $91 m and Mauritama $46.6m. for 
iron ore) then the only mineral covered by 
Stabex. In 1979, the Community has 
allocated $91m and West Africa received 
28 per cent. This was lower than the 
previous years average due to a $39m 
allocation to the Sudan 

Over 45 per cent of the Stabex aid 
allocated to West Africa went to

West African States received transfer for 
losses in earnings from groundnuts, cocoa, 
coffee, cotton, palm nuts and oil, wood, raw 
hides and skins, bananas and iron ore. 


For carrots, there will be a reduced duty 
of 10.2 per cent on imports of up to 500 
tonnes from the ACP States between 
January |, 1981 and March 31, 1981.

MOZAMBIQUE-SOUTH AFRICA, INTERNATIONAL INTERDEPENDENCY STRESSED 


Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 4 Nov 80 p 2 


[Text] Paris (SAPA-Reuter)--In an interview which was published 
here Mozambique's Minister of Planning Mario de Graca Machungo 
stated yesterday that Mozambique expects that transportation 
business ties with South Africa will grow and that he welcomes 
foreign investments in agriculture. 


“South Africa needs Maputo's harbor and it is a very good thing that it is using 
this harbor and we want that country to use it. We will not close it." This is 
what he told a monthly business publication in an interview. 


He went on to say: "Mozambique is exporting electricity from the Cabora Bassa pro- 
ject to South Africa but it needs help in the development of its industries. 


“South Africa is our neighbor and we cannot ignore this realistic fact. We do 
condemn the racist government in South Africa, but that is the problem of the people 
of South Africa.” 


Profits 


The minister stated that foreign investors can grow wheat and corn in Mozambique and 
may be sure that they will be able to repatriate their profits. Foreign companies 
are also welcome to start tea plantations, livestock farms and cotton plantations. 


"We need greater productivity and for this we need fertilizers, tractors and trucks 
and projects for producing these things. We also need to improve our construction 
capabilities so that we can build dams, roads and storage facilities for our harvests 
and develop other infrastructures." 
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"HAWKISH' U.S.-SOMALI AGREEMENT MUST BE CONDEMNED

[Text] When Jimmy Carter started his campaign for a new presidential mandate, the 
largest newspaper in Atlanta, THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, stated clearly: "Since 
Vietnam, the United States has been paralyzed whenever direct action has to be 
taken outside its territory." 


To a certain extent it is important to connect recent statements made about Africa 
by the American government with the polarization of political forces in the United 
States. This represents the big crisis of American capitalism that is intensifying 
and seeking solutions, using as support the entire press and television which are 
totally controlled by multinational companies, managed primarily by Jews residing 
in the United States. It is not by chance that the U.S. press, television and ra- 
dio criticize Carter and his administration directly for their apparent apathy. 
Such a strategy is part of an old plan that the American “hawks” started imple- 
menting e long time ago. 


After having gained access to Somali bases, United States took a further effective 
step in the militarization of the Indian Ocean which, according to a UN resolution, 
should be maintained as neutral territory. 


The Somali bases of Berbera and Mogadishu will serve, as we all know before going 
any further, as an entrepot to facilitate U.S. rapid deployment forces to intervene 
in African and Middle Eastern affairs, namely, against national liberation move- 
ments and against Iran. In addition, the U.S.-Somali military agreement, by re- 
arming the Somali forces, also constitutes a threat to peace in eastern Africa and 
the African Horn, knowing well, as we do, the expansionist ambitions of the govern- 
ment of Mogadishu that persists in contravening the principles of the OAU Charter, 
according to which the borders inherited from colonial times must be maintained for 
the time being. 


The aggressive policy of Washington, evidenced in Africa once more by this agreement 
with Somalia, opposes essentially the will of independent Africa to settle by peace- 
ful means the differences in the continent, stated Mengistu Haile Mariam, Ethiopian 
head of state, on the occasion of the sixth anniversary of the fall of the feudal 
regime in Ethiopia. 
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The signing of the U.S.-Somali agreement at a time when an OAU summit was taking 
place in Freetown therefore constituted an unforgivable provocation to the African 
countries which, at that exalted moment for the continent, underscored unequivocal- 
ly that the Ogaden region is an integral part of Ethiopia and warned Somalia to 

yut an end to its present territorial claims that, besides being prejudicial to the 
interests of the neighboring countries, are not in accord with the principles that 
guide the OAU. By assuming this new attitude, Washington showed once more its 
arrogance toward the OAU and to all Africa. 


The opinion of the progressive people of the world must condemn the U.S.-Somali 
agreement that in effect endangers the security of the Red Sea and the Persian 
Gulf, and must support the position of Ethiopia that called for a peaceful settle- 
ment in the normalization of its relations with Somalia. 


By taking such a position, the opinion of the pregressive people of the world will 
not only help Africa to defend its sovereignty, now being threatened, but above 
all will olso contribute to the easing of international tension which the imperial- 
ists persist in aggravating.

[Text] A stroll through the markets of Luanda shows clearly that the unbridled 
exploitation which characterizes those gathering centers of women vendors remains 
insensitive to the suffering of the workers. 


As a matter of fact, no consideration is shown at those places by women vendors who 
can hardly wait for the right moment to charge a few more kwanzas to some worker 
who appears to be bragging that money fell from heaven right into his hands!...At 
the Prenda market, which attracted our attention, we saw some servant women com- 
plaining about the high prices of the products displayed there, but they spoke in 
low voices so that the market women could not hear them for fear that they might 
run the risk of being poorly served and then, when lunch time comes round. ..For, 
generally, menfolk at home care Little about the skyrocketing prices of the market 
vendors; all they want is their meals on time! 


Taking advantage of that indifferent attitude, the market vendors gradually in- 
increase the price of their products and when you least expect it you discover to 
your amazement that swordfish, which until recently cost 100 kwanzas, now costs 
three times as much and that some other type of fish has already jumped to more 
than 600 kwanzas! 


It is clear that this runaway situation cannot go on. Much has been written and 
said about the Luanda markets but we have noted with dismay that those people who 
are answerable for what is happening either have not yet been questioned or close 
their ears to complaints.

SEMINAR REVIEWS SITUATION IN JURIDICAL, JUSTICE FIELD 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 10 Oct 80 p 1 


[Excerpts] The First National Conference on Justice and Juridical Work in the 
Government, which has been meeting since 6 October in the Museum of Natural History, 
ended its proceedings yesterday in a session chaired by Henrique Santos (Onambue), 
Central Committee secretary for legal affairs and alternate member of the Political 
Bureau of the MPLA-Labor Party. 


Attending the closing ceremony were Lucio Lara, member of the Political Bureau; 
Afonso Ven-Dunem (Mbinda), Roberto de Almeida and Indio Machado, all members of the 
Central Committee; Justice Minister Diogenes Boavida; Lientenant Colonel Kafuxi, 
prosecutor of the People's Revolutionary Court [TPR]; provincial delegates of the 
Ministry of Justice, popular advisors of the TPR and students of the Faculty of Law. 


The proceedings, in plenary session, were organized around five topics: an account- 
ing of the implementation of the basic guidelines of the first congress in the area 
of justice; the establishment of popular justice and the prospects for creation of 

a unified judicial system; the forms of civil, criminal and trial law; legal aspects 
of public administration; training of cadres and instruction in the law. 


After a broad discussion of all the topics, an accounting of the achievements in the 
3-year period from 1978 to 1980 and a look at the prospects for the period from 

1980 to 1985, the participants concluded that "the guidelines of the First MPLA 
Congress for 1978-1980 have been generally implemented with the activation of the 
People's Revolutionary Court, constituting an important step in establishing a legal 
system for defense of the revolution, and the creation of district courts in al- 
most all the provinces.” 


Unified System 


An important step toward a unified system of justice was the creation of the Office 
of Attorney General of the Republic, a basic organ for law enforcement and public 
prosecution, under a unified system and encompassing all jurisdictions. In the area 
of labor justice, the participants concluded: “The guidelines were not met for 
elimination of the present labor courts and the partial transfer of their responsi- 
bilities to the labor commissions." According to the participants, this was be- 
cause of "the delay in the drafting of the new labor legislation, which was only 
recently completed and has not yet been approved." 
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With respect to legal representation, the conclusions state: "It being imperative 
to put an end to the private practice of this activity, the participants noted 

the efforts of the Ministry of Justice to replace private practice through the 
training of public counselors, the first such course to be concluded next year." 


Looking to the tasks for the 5-year period from 1980 to 1985, the participants 
noted as the major objective "the installation of a unified judicial system for 
popular justice, harmoniously integrated in the structure cf the new popular and 
democratic state."' The participants concluded that such a system implies the crea- 
tion of the Supreme People's Court, encompassing various halls or chambers, namely, 
criminal, civil, military and state security. At lower levels there would be the 
provincial and municipal courts, specialized according to the existing legal action. 


New System for Legal Counsel 


The delegates at the First National Conference on Justice and Administration of the 
Law concluded that a new system for legal representation should be "installed 
immediately, to replace the private practice of this profession." The participants 
concluded that such a system would be based on the creation of public law offices, 
which would integrate, in an institutionalized form, existing attorneys, the future 
public counselors, those licensed in the law who work in other government sectors, 
and also law students. 


With respect to strengthening the legal system and disseminating the laws, the 
delegates noted the relevance of creating and generalizing social awareness of 

the need that all government agencies, directors and officials and all citizens 
comply with the laws, striving to uphold socialist lawfulness as a basic principal 
in the activity of the popular and democratic state. In this area, the delegates 
also noted the importance of passage of the preventive arrest law; a basic tool in 
gu..anceeing the defense of the citizens, its entry in force is urgent. 


Regarding the establishment of a new penitentiary system, more precisely, penal 
reeducation, the delegates concluded that some steps have been taken in engaging 
-risoners in socially useful work, according to the capacity of the productive 
sector, and in planning political, educational, cultural and recreational activi- 
ties. 
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REPORTAGE ON LENA PILOT TRAINING CENTER

[Article by Piree Ferreira: “Training Men for the ‘Wings of Progress'") 


[Exeerpte|] At the airport of the city of Lwena, it is normal to see planes taking 
off and landing conetantiy. They are not carrying passengers or goods, as one 
might think at firet. This is not a busy airport in terme of passenger traffic. 
These are emall red and white planes, and in their cockpite young men from all over 
the country are receiving flight instruction. This is the Aeronautical Training 
Center of Angola, a school which has trained 79 private pilote in about 4 year. 


Initially, the center was to be inaugurated in September of last year. Owing to 
the untimely death of beloved President Agoetinho Neto at that time, however, the 
center was inaugurated only in January of this year. 


Pilot training has an important place in any country, because it is a valuable 
contribution to social and economic development. 


For oui young country it is even gore necessary, because ve are notoriously lacking 
in these cadres. The People's Republic of Angola is very weak in this area because 
our planes are largely flown by foreigners. it is in this context that the 
Aeronautical Training Center is of overriding importance for our development . 


The 10 planes now in operation at the center were acquired from France in June 1979 
end assembled in our country by Angolan technicians. The unite were 411 assenbled 
.n Moxico Province. 


“he planes, which hove been in constant operation since the school was founded, are 
garanteed maintenance by TAAC (Air Transport of Angola). 


The echool is currently undergoing a rather significent transformation. It will 
stop training private pilots (PPA), and train commercial (professional) pilots 
exclusively. The alteration does not involve « replacement of planes, but only the 
type of cadres to come out of the echo :l. 


Operation of the Aeronautical Trainin, «ater 
The firet two courses designed for the Aeronautical Training Center of Angola 


were for the training of PPA and lasted 6 gonthe. They were planned for candidates 
with an eighth-grade education. According to Jose Coutinho, director of the 
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center, thie level of schooling is inadequate for the pilots’ course. A solid 
educational grounding is necessary if the students are to benefit from the classes, 
and the low level of education is the reason for the failures that have occurred, 
although they have been few. Jose Coutinho aleo told we that “for the pilots’ 
course, @ LOth-grade education is more suitable, since they must have a solid back- 
ground for some of the more complex disciplines, such as aerodynamics, which te a 
branch of physics.” 


The school ie currently equipped to handle 50 students in each course. Of 100 
students in the 2 courses already administered, 79 pilote were trained in the PPA 
category. For this type of training, a pilot muet log 40 hours of solo flight, 
after having flown with an instructor, naturally. At present, the practical 
classes are etill taught by five cooperante. This will be the case until Angolan 
instructors have completed their course at the center. Subjects taught in the 
course for private pilots include aerodynamics, meteorology, aeronautics, air 
navigation, flight physiology and regulations. 


Before the future pilote attend the practical courses, they are given a theoretical 
course, As the school was delayed somewhat in going into operation, the first 
course was administered by TAAG here in Luanda. The second one was taught in Lwena 
by Portuguese cooperants. 


For the commercial course, in which the pilots must log 200 hours of solo flight 
during their instruction, each course will last 12 a@onths. This course requires 
twice as much time. In addition to being gore extensive, it covers more complex 
disciplines. 


Currently, 18 students are taking the course, and another course, to be initiated 
soon, will be attended by 20 students. The latter course will be administered by 
Angolan instructors. 


It ‘s not hard to imagine how much is required for the full training of these 
pilots, so lacking in our country. For this reason, it is necessary that all the 
students attending the course be highly dedicated and prepared to pursue this 
career. 


Food Greatest Student Problem 


Aviation is a profession that saps a great deal of energy. Hence pilots must have 
a suitable diet so they will not contract any illness later as a result of poor 
nutrition. At the Aeronautical Training Center, food is a major problem; supplies 
at the school are inadequate and irregular. 


To minimize this troubling problem, the echool administration has decided to create 
an agricultural center and a 6<-hectare vegetable garden, for which it has already 
acquired a tractor. in this way, the students will have their own supply of eggs, 
meat, vegetables and other products essential to a well-regulated diet.

CAUSES OF UNEMPLOYMENT--Sinc« he beginning of this year, the Employment Center of 
the Ministry of Labor in Luanda has registered 7,594 Angolan citizens of both sexes 
and placed 2,886 individuals in some work centers in Luanda Province, we learned 
yesterday from Paulo Buta, director of the center. Buta also brought up other as- 
pects related to the employment problem. Among the causes for the increasing 
number of unemployed, particularly in the nation's capital, Buta noted the great 
exodus of people from the rural areas, with Little chance of employment, inasmuch 
as most of them are undistinguished, i.e., without a profession or literacy skills 
sought by work centers, which require qualified personnel. The director of the 
Labor Ministry agency also noted that many citizens who are denied employment join 
the ranks of the black marketeers who swarm through the city, transformed into the 
new exploiters of the working people. Because of the importance and depth of the 
problem, and also because it is urgent to find the solutions it demands, we plan to 
take up the matter again shortly, in a longer article.

These declaratione confirm once again 
that when Washington spouts off about human rights it employs a double standard;

violations" and violations of “human rights" in other countries, seeking to profit 
in some way from thie outcry. At the same time, it closes ite eyes to real and 
flagrant violations of these rights when there are not, apparently, any political 
dividends to be gained. The facts would indicate that the bloody South Korean 
regime represents the exalted “American standard” that Washington seeke to impose 
on the world.

GENERAL CENSUS ONE YEAR “AT&R 

Bujumbura ‘Z RENOUVEAU DU BURUNDI in Prench 15 Aug 80 pp 1,2

‘Text ] The ‘irst anniversary of the general census was 16 August 1980. The 
census was important “or Burundi because it provided some data needed to draw 
up economic and social development pro jects. 


The director general of the Ministry of the Interior and head of the Central 
Census Bureau, Mr Audace Ngendakumana, discussed the incomplete analysis 
work and provided new perspectives. 


“As you know, the main goal o* our census was to determine the totel number 
of people, their distribution by territorial unit, their demographic and 
economic structure, in other words, a breakdown of this population by sex, 
age, marital status, nationality, religion, level of education, profession 
and other ‘actors. 


To obtain all these results, the Central Census Bureau had to complete the 
second phase o* the project which included: 


-Veri*ying and coding the census documents; 

~Placing the in‘ormation on discs; 

~Creating a computer program “or the data and publishing statistical tables; 
~Analyzing and publishing the final results. 


It is true that a year has passed since the first general census in Burundi 
and this is what has been accomplished in the period: 


All census documents have been consolidated and classi*ied in one place. 

The ‘irst provisional conclusions obtained by manual sorting have already 
been pub’ished in a brochure on breakdown of the population by province, 
commune, village and sex. A section to verify and code the data has been set 
up. A work area to record the data on discs has been fixed up. About 40 
people have been recruited and trained locally for these jobs. 











The operations are now on schedule, More than hal the provinces have been 
coded. Recording on discs is being carried out satisfactorily. ‘ie are now 
collaborating with CNI [National Data Processing Center) on trial runs to 
produce the “iret statistical tables on the provinces already recorded in 


the computer. 


As you can tell, a census is not just counting people; it involves a long, 
methodical, scientific endeavor and requires substantial physical and technical 
resources and qualified personnel. 


Ve hope the second phase o* this project will be completed on time, to achieve 
the objectives o° the government and the United Nations which constantly 
gave their support ‘or the success o* this census." 


The Individual and the Registry Office 


In addition to the general census, the Central Census Bureau has been working 
since the beginning o* this year to improve the system of recording vital 
statistics. 


Mr Ng@endakumana explained the project: 


"The study o* the population is a complex subject which cannot be overlooked 
in the socioeconomic context. Vital statistics provide one o* the principal 
sources o* demograpnic in‘ormation. Oficial records constitute an extremely 
complex, delicate area. Their use“ulness ‘or administration, the individual 
and demographic research is obvious. 


O*ficia’l records help the adzinistration and the individua! identi“y persons. 
The purpose of this institution is to record events in peoples’ lives (live 
births, deaths, abortions) and learn about an individual's changes (marriages, 
divorces) as ve’! as about the individual's behavior which may or may not 
direct’y affect his identi“y or another person's (name change, legal recognition, 
adoption, etc....) 


Birth certificates legally prove the individual's identity and his legal 
situation. Indeed, society's growing complexity obliges a man to prove 
his right to his name and that of his parents, his age, the legitimacy o* 
his birth, his citizenship in society, etc.... 


In contemporary lite, it will soon be indispensable to produce a birth certificate 
for: 


-school enrollment, an administrative “ile, insurance bene‘its, a passport, a 
driver's licence, inheritance rightr wiage, etc." 


Reviewing the past 8 months, “r Ngendakumana said the Ministry of the Interior 
passed Decree ‘aw No 1/1 on 15 January 1980, establishing a new oficial 
recoris cote ‘or individuals and the ‘amily (chapter rive.)

The Ministry o* the Interior set up the National Registry Office at the 
central administration level and set up a registry office in each commune, 
Moreover, it trained officials and registram at the central and provincial 
level. The officials have been appointed and the communal registrars 
recruited ani hire. 


The ainistry drew up and printed registers and marriage documents in 
accordance with the legislation in effect; they are in Kirundi and French 
80 every couple understands the rights and duties of the two spouses before 
they sign the documents. 


Marriages not recorded by the registry official appointed in each commune will 
not be recognised under law. 


For the moment, vital statistics only record three events: births, deaths 
and marriages. later, other data will be gathered when the means are available. 


Mr Ngendakumana then discussed the connection between the census and official 
records. 


“The primary goa) of o**icia) records is to update the overal) data on the 
population obtained during the recent general census. It is done by continually 
adding the births and subtracting the deaths, which amounts to demographic 
bookkeeping. The data gathered from official records provide information on 

the rate of demographic growth, ite evolution and behavior of the parte. 

They also provide information by means of a periodic totalization on the size, 
structure and geographic distribution of the population. 


Studying these ‘actors and the interaction of demographic, economic and social 
factors will help us determine probable birth, sarriage and death rates; 
with certain information, we can make demographic projections. 


In sum, official recortis provide one major basic demographic source. Statistics 
on marriages, number of children, marital status and economic activity help 
us determine the impact of the “ormation of new family unite on economic life. 


Moreover, with chronological series, we can do longitudinal studies on a 
woman's child-bearing years based on length of marriage and age at time of 
marriage. 

Vital statistics can also be used in public health and medicine; for exaagple, 


in studying mortality and mortality rates by age and sex. These related 
studies can be used directly in planning economic and social development."

INTENSLFICATION OF LIBYAN PRESENCE CONFIRMED 
Paris LE MONDE in French 7 Nov 80 p 8 


[Text] President Goukouni Oueddei, president of the Transitional National Union 
Government, has just made a 3-day visit to Libya as head of an important delega- 
tion, the Libyan press agency JANA announced on Thursday, 6 November. The com- 
munique indicates that Colonel Qadhdhafi and President Oueddei went to Faya- 
Largeau, the capital of northern Chad, on Tuesday 4 November. 


This announcement confirms the rumors that have reached Yaounde abouc the diffi- 

culties the Northern Armed Forces (FAN) of Hissene Habre have encountered in the 
north. In fact, indications from the Cameroon capital are that the FAN has lost 

control of most of the localities which had rallied around it, and especially the 
city of Faya-Largeau. 


These rumors have surfaced at the same time that Michel Gurdus, Israeli radio com- 
munications interception expert, affirmed on Tuesday that important elements of 
the regular Libyan Army have entered the northern regions of Chad during the last 
couple of days (LE MONDE 5 November). FAN has already complained, on several 
occasions, of Libyan military presence fighting alongside President Oueddei's 
People's Armed Forces (FAP). 


On 18 October 3 unidentified airplanes bombed Faya-Largeau and combat was between 
Hissein's tropps and Libyan units, which were consequently pushed back, leaving 
around 30 dead in their wake. A Soviet-built Libyan bomber-chaser Tupolev 22 B 
had already bombed the African quarters of Ndjamena held by Hissein Habre's forces 
on 4 occasions in mi’-October. 


According to well-informed sources, the planes that bombed Faya-Largeau were the 

same kind. They came from the north of Chad and flew out in the same direction after 
dropping their bombs. According to FAN, these planes came from a base at Wour, 
operated by the Libyans in the extreme north of Tibesti, in Libyan occupied Chad 
territory. 


Libyan troops, whose presence in Ndjamena had already been noted as early as April, 
were also pushed back by FAN around 20 October at the north exit of the Chad 
capital. At this time, 1 of the 5 Libyan military prisoners declared that he had 
arrived in Chad around the beginning of October, accompanied by 500 other soldiers, 
to "destroy Ndjamena."’ This master-sergeant affirmed that he had first gone to 
Dougia, a village about 80 km from Ndjamena, on the banks of the Chari, and that 
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he had then been transferred by water routes to Farcha, where the command post of 
the coalition government forces is located, at the exit to Ndjamena. 


The increase in fighting and the intensification of the Libyan presence come at a 
time when the subcommittee of the OAU on the conflict in Chad (Benin, the Congo, 
Guinea, Togo) is getting ready to meet President Oueddei and Habre again, to submit 
to them the final document of their work, which calls for a cease-fire on 

15 November, the demilitarization of Ndjamena, as well as the dispatch of a neutral 
force and an observation commission to be set up there, 


It is hard to see how, under the present circumstances, this document--which is 
based on the principal points of the Lagos agreements of August 1979--would be 
accepted and respected any better or any more than these previous agreements. 
"Negotiate with Hissein Habre means prepare for a new war. We will never negotiate 
with him" President Goukouni Oueddei told us last September. It seems that this 
declaration still holds true.

(Text) An Iraqi delegation led by Akrawi Hashim arrived yesterday to relay a per- 
sonal message to President Didier Ratsiraka from his counterpart in Baghdad, 
President Saddam Hussein. A ceremony to that effect took place at Ambohitsorohitra 
late yesterday morning, followed by a press conference in the evening at the Iraqi 
Embassy at Ambatonakanga where Akrawi Hashim, senior minister in the Iraqi Gov- 
ernment, informed the press of the purpose of the trip of the delegation which he 
led to Antananarivo: "We summed up the situation of the Iraqi-Iranian conflict to 
the Malagasy president,” he said; “we are happy to note that the chief of state of 
the RDM [Democratic Republic of Madagascar] has fully understood the Iraqi posi- 
tion.” 


Before replying to the questions of the numerous journalists who had come to the 
conference, the Iraqi senior minister insisted first on describing the beginning 
of the Iraqi-Iranian conflict. In fact, the cold war between the two countries 
was not at all a recent one; its history goes back even to the period of the Shah 
or Iran, “because of Iranian interference in the internal affairs of Iraq,” 
according to the speaker. The Iraqi minister also did not fail to point out the 
fact that hie government has continued to fight against imperialism in all its 
forme and in all areas: political, economic and sociocultural, with the single 
aim of jealously defending Iraqi sovereignty. We are against imperialism in 
practice, others are against imperialism verbally. 


"We have made many efforts,” he added, “to strengthen relations with other coun- 
tries whatever their politics or their ideology. The expansion of cooperation with 
other countries consists mainly in maintaining a peaceful and friendly coexistence. 
Many times, the Baghdad government has done everything it could to improve rela- 
tions between Teheran and Baghdad, but its efforts remain fruitless because the 
Iranian regime only continues to follow the policies of the Shah whom it pretends 
to denounce.” 


By Actions 
The chief of the Iraqi delegation also took the opportunity to keep the press 


informed of Baghdad's policy with regard to education: an unrelenting fight 
againet illiteracy resulting in compulsory education throughout the country, 
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agrarian reform with a view to giving the peasants the maximum land enabling them 
to increase production, the creation of industrial centers for the development of 
the economy and, last but not least, giving autonomous etatuse to the minority group. 


To conclude his brief introduction, the Iraqi senior minister denounced Khomeyni's 
policies, stressing the fact “that it te not enough to pretend to fight againat 
imperialiom, one must prove by actions that one opposes imperialiam at all costs." 


Whereupon the delegation chief answered the journalists’ questions, stating that 

the Iranians did not respect the agreement signed by the 2 parties in 1975, which 

is why Baghdad considers it null and void. Although the Iraqi Government had warned 
Teheran against the possible seriousness of its aggressive policy, it had turned a 
deaf ear, by daring to invade Iraqi territories, namely the three islands and 
Shatt-al-Arab. 


"We do not want any bit of Iranian territory,” affirmed Mr Hashim; “what is essen- 
tial for us is to recover, at any price and regardless of the sacrifices, what 
should come back to us by right.” 


"It is the Iranians who began to attack Iraqi territory with their air force; 
therefore we are forced to retaliate with the sole intention of defending the 
sovereignty and the integrality of our country." 


Ninety Notes Verbales 


"I must remind you that despite the 90 notes verbales sent to Iran asking it to 
respect our sovereignty, it has not taken them into account; more than 287 Iranian 
attacks have been counted since June until today." The number of dead and wounded 
is not known, because war is war. 


"We are ready to accept all possible solutions to this conflict from wherever they 
come, although it is our troops who are winning at the front." 


Whereupon the minister recalled the interventions of Fida' Castro and of the 
Pakistani president in this connection, without failing to point owt all that our 
president has done to bring the two parties to negotiate, with a view to stopping 
the war. 


"We must thank the president of the RDM for his efforts aimed at seeking ways and 
means leading to peace,” he stressed. 


As to the taking of American hostages in Teheran, the Iraqi minister stated that 

an inhuman act was involved, which must be condemned without any political con- 
siderations. He was also anxious to assure his interlocutors that the lraqi- 
Iranian war would not in any way lead Baghdad into the American orbit. Any for- 
eign interference in this conflict would be considered the sole responsibility 

of Teheran, he continued, for Baghdad's unshakable position on the need for stopping 
the conflict is clear in the eyes of the whole world. 


Petroleum 


In other respects, the Iraqi delegation chief was anxious to correct certain 
information which appeared to distort the balance of power between the belligerents. 
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With regard to the export of petroleum abroad, Mr Hashin informed the journalisete 
that thie resupplying was interrupted because of the Shatt-al-Arab situation, where 


navigation proved to be completely impossible. "But Iraq will alwaye respect ite 
commitments,” 


With regard to the Damascus-Moscow axis, Lraq seer no drawback there, all the more 
since it also signed a treaty of friendship and cooperation with the USSR. Lastly, 
with regard to the nonaligned conference which should take place in Iraq in 1982, 
the Lraqi senior minister considered that in epite of the current war, Baghdad 


will be a position “moat certainly” to organize, at that time, the nonal igned 
summit.

ext/ A promise kept. Such a balance could be struck on the dinner debate 
eld last Friday at the Solimotel by the MFM-MFT Reds & Experts on the theme 
"Democracy and Efficiency in Business." 


The MFM wished to make the evening a crossroads of opinion where each busi- 
ness participant explained the manner in which he deals with the problems 
and difficulties met by business concerns at the present stage of the revo- 
lution. It succeeded by means of a perfect material organization, a judi- 
cious choice of speakers to introduce the debate, and the courtesy, indeed 
the remarkable intellectual discipline shown by the participants despite 
the very delicate nature of the subjects approached, and despite their own 
very diverse origins. There were general managers, university professors, 
economic administrative officials, journalists, politicians, upper level 
business managers and, of course, the MFM-MFT Rede & Experts. 


Five Main Points 


The organizers oriented the debate on five major aspects of the subject, 
introduced respectively by a specialist. 


A MIM-MFT political bureau spokesman, Germain Rakotonirainy, spoke of the 
legitimate place of managers in the new form of adaptation of business en- 
terprises, coexistence of private and public enterprises, internal profit- 
ability, and quality of service performed. 


A member of an enterprise management committee brought up the problems raised 
by filling upper managerial posts with Malagasy nationals, by the transition 
from the old legal system to the new charter system, by the difficulties 
encountered in setting up the management institutions provided by the char- 
ter, and by the necessity and obligation to succeed by avoiding groping and 
reverses. 


A private enterprice leader spoke of the management-labor dialogue within 
his firm, of private sector efforts to follow the present metamorphosis of 
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business, and of the manner of approaching present and future managerial 
difficulties. 


A univereity economics teacher was concerned with the organization of busi- 
ness management and economics teaching in view of the demands of the new 
Situation. 


An official of the economic administration dealt with administration-business

[Text] Justin Rarivoson, the capable minister of economy and commerce of 
the Desire Rakotoari jaona government, left Tuesday evening for a 10-day trip 
to Europe. Before his departure, he sent us a communique in which he makes 
interesting observations on the coffee problem following an article from the 
NEW PRESS AGENCY (NAP) taken up by MADAGASCAR-MATIN on 29 October. 


Coffee being a “rich” product whose importance as a source of revenue is 
beyond question, we are publishing herewith the letter from the minister to 
our director. 


Dear Director: 


I have read the article which you printed in your issue No 25%) of 29 Octo- 
ber 1980 on the new agreement on coffee. 


You state in that article that the Malagasy producers are contesting that 
agreement. 


I should like in this communique to call your attention to the following 
points: 


a) Certain producers belonging to the OAMCAF /African and Malagasy Coffee 
Organization] have in fact contested the provisions of that agreement for 
reasons of their own which I consider valid. 


d) Madagascar is not contesting the principle of the agreement but considers 
it only a palliative which will be completely effective only if there is a 
definite desire by all parties involved to arrive at a system which is more 
equitable and applicable to all raw material. 
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c) Madagascar deplores the present situation which is also the result of not 
always favorable action taken by certain producers. 


d) The current situation can also be considered the result of the sales pol- 
loy of certain countries which have placed far too much emphasis on a policy 
of utilising the land rather than on that of the profitability of the opera- 
tions over the medium and long term for the producers as a whole. 


e) Madagascar deplores the fact that the farmers who produce the crop and 
the final consumers are the real victias of this persistent fluctuation in 
raw materials, for the former do not reap the just rewards of their labor 
and the latter the reality of the market price.

ffext] It 1s with great interest that we have taken note of the report pre- 
sented by Comrade Kim Il-song, the great leader of the Korean people, at the 
Sixth Congress of the Korean Labor Party. 


This report is of considerable importance, for it answers the expectations 
and hopes of the peoples of the world and of the Korean people in particular 
by offering a definite solution to a crucial problem not only of Korea but 
3 = contemporary world--namely, the problem of the peaceful reunification 
of Korea. 


The basic aspirations of the Korean people and of all people who love peace 
and justice lie in the reunification of Korea falsely divided by the United 
Statee within the scope of the imperialist policy of domination and exploi- 
tation which, moreover, is being carried out in South Korea through oppres- 
sion of the working class and by converting the government to a fascist re- 
aime.

FUTURE OF RAILWAYS EXAMINED 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR MATIN in French 22 Oct 80 pp 1-2

frext/ "If the railway did not exist, it would be urgent to invent it," we 
read on the cover of the magazine LE RAIL ET LE MONDE, which we leafed 
through yesterday while waiting to be received by Adolphe Rakotoarivony, 
general manager of the Malagasy National Railways System. Nowhere else in 
the world is that truth overlooked as it is among us. That is why we did 
not think it in vain to broach the question of our railways with the person 
most competent to discuss it. 


"The problem is simple," Mr Rakotoarivony told us. "We designed a 10-year 
development plan for 1977-87. This plan provides for an investment program 
of equipment and right of way replacement based on data gathered from all 
users. That study points to a 5.2 percent yearly increase in freight traf- 
fic anda 6.5 percent rise in passenger traffic; to the acquisition of 16 
locomotives, 180 freight cars, and 24 passenger coaches. So much for rol- 
ling stock. Complete renovation of right of way will be done at the rate 
of 40 km, and the project is now proceeding according to plan. 


Twenty Billion 


"The entire project is financed by the BNI (National Bank for Industrial 
Development/, the Central Economic Cooperation Fund, the World Bank, and by 
our own resources, for a total of $90 million, or nearly 20 billion of our 
francs. The first phase, extending to 1982, totals $45 million, or 10 bil- 
lion Malagasy Fr. The second, to be completed in 1983-87, likewise totals 
$45 million." 


We next touched, with our informant, on the disturbance to the social and 
economic life of the country brought about by the slightest difficulty met 
with by the rail transport system. A derailment or landslide suffices, for 
example, to affect supplies of fuel, cement, rice, etc. 


Mr Rakotoarivony sees himself as between the hammer and the anvil. 
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Derailments 


Speaking of landslides and derailments, he stressed that they have always 
existed, but that in the past their effects were less felt, for supplies of 
all goods then sufficed to meet normal consumption needs. Mr. Rakotoarivony 
cited 1971 as an example. There were 38 derailments for 430,000 trains oper- 
ating in the system, without any direct repercussion on the social and eco- 
nomic life of the country. In 1979, 41 derailments were recorded for 29,000 
trains in operation. We know their consequences, particularly on the supply 
Situation. It should perhaps be pointed cut that the last equipment renewal 
prior to the 10-year 1977-87 plan dates back to 1954. 


At present our national rail net has 900 km of main line, and 1,100 includ- 
ing secondary lines. It employs 4,500 workers, and has 33 main line loco- 
motives, 11 railcars, 1,141 freight cars, 180 service cars, and 80 passenger 
coaches. 


"If the railway did not exist, it would be urgent to invent it," said Ber- 
nard de Fontgalland. We add: "If the railway shows its age, it is urgent to 
rejuvenate it." That is now in progress, and by 1987 our national system 
will have completed its rejuvenation cure. It too will then be able to get 
out on the road to revolution.

Having achieved their coup d'etat through such slogans 
as “ttnancial and economic recovery” and “national reconciliation,” the Malian mili- 
tary can only brag, 12 years later, of having divided their country, having taken it 
back a least WO years and ruined ite international prestige and of having condemned 
it to a slow but true agony.

[Interview with Valentin Petrovich Vdovin, Soviet ambassador to Mozambique, in 
Beira, date not given] 


[Excerpte) Valentin Petrovich Vdovin, Soviet ambassador to 
Mozambique, returned yesterday afternoon to the capital, after 
a %-day visit to Beira. During his stay in the capital of 
Sofala Province, the ambassador consulted with Minister- 
Resident Mariano Matsinhe and had various meetings with 

Soviet citizens working as cooperants in Mozambique. On 
Sunday the diplomat offered a film showing, with footage of 
the opening ceremony of the Olympic Games in Moscow. 


During the ambassador's stay here, we had an opportunity to 
exchange views on Mozambique-Soviet relations and on the 
international political situation. Following are some high- 
lights of the interview. 


USSR Relations With the PRM [People's Republic of Mozambique) 


NOTICIAS DA BEIRA: How do relations stand currently between Mozambique and the 
Soviet Union? 


Ambassador: We feel that relations between the Soviet Union and the RPM are at a 
high level. The relations encompass political, diplomatic, economic, cultural and 
other types of cooperation. The relations were established and consolidated during 
the armed struggle for the national liberation of Mozambique, led by FRELIMO, when 
the CPSU and the Soviet Union adopted a very firm stand on principle, in support of 
the Mozambican patriots, and we continue to follow this line. We will continue to 
follow it in the future. 


Within the framework of this cooperation, many Soviet cooperants have come to work 
in the RPM. We are assisting your country in the resolution of various economic 
probleme and in the training of cadres. We have broad cooperation in the areas of 
culture, information and sports, and we maintain extensive trade relations. The 
legal basis for this cooperation is the Treaty of Friendship and Cooperation signed 
in 1977 between the Soviet Union and the RPM. 
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The Soviet Union and the RPM cooperate actively in international affairs, With 
regard to international issues, our positions are identical, or very similar, We 
atruggle together in the international arena for peace, demilitarization and dis- 
armament; we struggle againet colonialiem, “apartheid” and racism. Ours ie an 
honest and open cooperation between friends and comrades-in-arms, for noble ideale, 


In the Soviet Union there is great reapect for the policy of the Mozambican Govern- 
ment, and we feel that in pursuing this policy of principles, the RPM has won many 
friends in the world and enjoys very high international prestige. 


NOTICIAS DA BEIRA: Our country ie currently experiencing the political and organi- 
zational offensive, considered a Mozambican contribution to the enrichment of the 
Marxist-Leninist cause. How does the Soviet Union view this offensive’ 


Ambassador: The offensive was received favorably in the Soviet Union. We follow 
the activities of the FRELIMO Party with great attention and sympathy. In its last 
congress, the party adopted Marxism-Leniniem as the basis for its principles. Be- 
tween our parties--the CPSU and the FRELIMO Party--there are intensive relations of 
cooperation. Between our mass organizations--youth, women's and union 
organizations--there are close relations. 


We can attest that the FRELIMO Party is also resolving many problems in the building 
of soctalism. Great attention is given to relations pertaining to socialist con- 
struction. We understand that internal and foreign enemies oppose this line, and 

so we understand that an ideological and organizational party is very important. 


We consider and view the political and organizational offensive from this stand- 
point, understanding that the main goal is to educate the Mozambican people on the 
basis of Marxism-Leninism and the creation of the socialist society. 


We know from experience that it is impossible to build socialism unless there is a 
Marxist-Leninist party to lead the people, unless the party trains cadres for social 
and economic development, unless the country has a strong popular government and 
unless the party builds an army capable of defending the revolution. 


Support To South African Patriots 
NOTICIAS DA BEIRA: Would you comment on the current situation in southern Africa? 


Ambassador: We know there is a reactionary regime in southern Africa, one of 
“apartheid” and oppression of the African people. This is a very great danger for 
Africa and for the world. For this reason, the Soviet Union takes a stand in sup- 
port of the peace-loving and progressive forces of Africa and the world against 
this regime. 


We think the progressive African countries will intensify their struggle against 
this regime. We are very pleased to see broader strata of the South African popu- 
lation rising up to struggle against this racist regime. More and more, the 
workers, youth, students and intellectuals are demonstrating against it. In South 
Africa, the struggle against the “apartheid” regime is increasingly broad. 





We are pleased to point out that, in this struggle, the Soviet Union, the People's 
Republic of Mozambique and other African countries are in the same trenches. We 
wish the South African patriots the greatest success in their just struggle. 


Soviet-Zimbabwean Relations 


NOTICIAS DA BEIRA: Normally, when a people achieves national independence, par- 
ticularly through an armed struggle, the Soviet Union is customarily one of the 
first countries to establish diplomatic relations. This has not been the case with 
the Republic of Zimbabwe. In the end, it was Prime Minister Mugabe who recently 
invited the Soviet Government to open an embassy in Salisbury. How does the Soviet 
Union explain this delay?’ 


Ambassador: In the first place, we would like to point out that the Soviet Union 
actively supported the struggle of the Southern Rhodesian patriots, led by the 
Patriotic Front, for independence and freedom. We hailed the victory of the 
patriotic forces of this country and their rise to independence. We recognized the 
Government of Zimbabwe and immediately stated our wish to establish diplomatic rela- 
tions and to open embassies. 


Prime Minister Robert Mugabe's declaration that his government is prepared to estab- 
lish diplomatic relations is an indication that the Zimbabwean party also favors a 
positive outcome in this matter, We are sure that the matter will soon be settled 
favorably, to the interest of the Soviet Union and Zimbabwe.

INCREASE IN AIR FARES--As of today, 22 October, LAM-Mozambique Airlines will raise 
freight and passenger fares on domestic and international flights by about 30 and 
50 percent, respectively. The rate readjustment stipulated in three ministerial 
decrees is the first one since 1974, for domestic flights, and since 1978 for inter- 
national flights. One of the directives establishes that tickets for international 
flights will now be paid in foreign exchange reserves, with the exception of fares 
of individuals traveling on missions for government agencies and enterprises or 
other national companies. In the last case, the travel must be authorized by the 
respective minister. Also excepted are fares of foreigners under contract to the 
Mozambican Government, according to the provisions of the contracts, and foreign 
residents of Mozambique who do not have transfer rights. Mozambican citizens may 
continue to pay in national currency, but only on routes served by the LAM. Up to 
now, LAM has had the lowest rates in the area. Also, starting today, foreign air 
carriers using Mozambican airports will pay for services at these airports with 
foreign exchange reserves. The new rates for these services will also be higher.

FARMS TO PRIVATE ENTERPRISE--To date, the agricultural office of the Executive 
Council of the city of Beira has turned 11 abandoned and underused farms over to 
private and cooperative concerns. The process was initiated shortly after President 
Samora Machel delivered his historic address on 18 March in Maputo. According to 
data supplied by Vasco Antonio Sinoia, director of the agricultural office, four 
farms in Inhamizua district and three in the locale of Nhangau have been turned over 
to the private sector. In the airport zone, two farms have been authorized for 
exploitation, one of them going to the cooperative sector.

[Text] Qadhdhafi has revealed the depth of his racist, quite eccentric 
thinking: white Touregs are being fiercely exploited by blacks! 


Therefore, there must be a crusade to deliver them from the hands of the black 
dictatorship. The problem is badly stated. We do not believe this is a 

racial issue, much less a matter of domination of the black over the white 
communities. Black Africa could not be racist, especially not in that way. 

Too many reasons favor the rapprochement and solidarity of the Arab and African- 
Arab peoples, groups to which the Touregs and black Africans belong. Here are 
some reasons: in precolonial times, economic and cultural relations between 
Arabs and blacks were developeds in the colonial era, the colonial experience 
created similar situations and Islam, which was adopted and assimilated, has 
become part of some of our national cultures. 


However, all this would not excuse us from clearing up a very persistent 
cultural misunderstanding. Continental Africa is truly divided into two 
cultural areas, black Africa and North Africa, whose cultural affinities and 
destiny link it with the Arab world. 


Acknowledging this “rom the beginning is a lucid way and a prerequisite for 
understanding how they respond to each other in a dialog of solidarity. Must 
it be recalled that this misunderstanding occurred during the preparations of 
the Second World “estival o* Black Arts? Should we recall how our late 
riend Alioune Diop, director of African Presence and secretary general of 
the ‘estival, viewed the problem and how he reacted? In short, he believed 
black communities throughout the world have the right and must have the 
chance to speak out and express the unified conscience of their cultural 
identity. Moreover, the cultural and economic situation of black communities 
in the Arab world, in North Africa, Morocco, Algeria and Libya should be 
brought to mind and examined. Today, are they aware of their origin and 
membership in the black world? What cultural and economic ties do they have 
with the Arabs, etc? 
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Culturally, they have adopted Arabic and the Moslem religion, two pillars 

of the Arab cultural edifice. However, are they not exploited economically 
because of a series of historical factors? Indeed, have they been completely 
integrated into the Arab commnities? 


At the time, these questions aroused a public protest. We were termed racists, 
even reactionaries, in the name of Pan-African solidarity! We were talking 
about respect and dialog between the Arab-African and black African cultures. 
Vhat, at “irst glance, could be a misunderstanding was only the hypocrisy of 

a segment of narrow-minded Arab opinion. 


Qadhdhafi exacerbates this most when he Wildly sows provocation, manipulating 
the amalgam technique, playing on two sensitive nerves, defense of his "Arab 
brothers" and the holy "anti-imperialist" cause. To tell the truth, he is 
motivated by a desire to destabilize and we have seen proo* in the open 
aggression against Tunisia, whose innocent people paid the price. Why does 
he do this? Does he have a power complex? Is it uncontrollable hegemony or 
infantile behavior? 


Beyond these ‘ollies, these regrettable gestures, the true goals must be set: 
development of the axis of solidarity with the Arab world, legitimate support 
for the cause of the Palestinian people, true cultural cooperation based on 
mutual respect for our different cultural identities, etc. 


On that score, black Africa sets the example. It knows the Arab world better 
than the latter knows it. For example, Arabic is taught in our schools and 
universities and the Arab culture is studied in specialized research institutes 
like Senegal's. Islam, issued historically from this culture, is practiced 
fervently here; many black students attend various Arab training centers, etc. 


Does a mutual exchange exist? It must be said it only barely exists. The 
big problem today is to solve these imbalances and distortions. We have 
mentioned this to our Arab friends, here and in their countries. 


Moreover, are the ‘amous petro-dollars, Arab investments and aid coming our 
way as much as they are going to Burope? Of course not! 


These are the real problems we must formulate and solve. Qadhdhafi is 
fighting cardboard kings. His crusade for the “poor” Touregs has given us the 
opportunity tc rectify, recenter and restore the axes of Arab-African 
cooperation to their true perspective.

NEED FOR COMPREHENSIVE ENERGY POLICY STRESSED 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 24, 25-26, 27 Oct 80

[Excerpts] Let us sum up our examination of these various factors that determine 
the conditions of the world oil market: Beyond the relative circumstantial abun- 
dance of the oil supply, which results from speculative stocks, mild winters and 
transactions on the "free markets," a structural inadaptation is emerging between 
the supply and demand for oil, with demand tending to exceed the supply in the long 
run. This results in persistent tensions and a lasting trend toward higher prices 
on the market for this strategic raw material. 


Growing inflation, the continued depreciation -- whether or not it is deliberate -- 
of the dollar, the currency in which energy transactions are conducted, and so many 
other reasons we have already brought up, will indubitably accentuate and prolong 
the trend. For all countries like our own, lacking in natural, technological and 
financial resources, alternative sources of energy will take a long time to reduce 
the increasingly intolerable burden of the oil bill. 


In 1967, 1 ton of imported oil cost our country 4,041 CFA francs. Today, the same 
amount costs us 54,123 CFA francs! Moreover, it is certain that this price is al- 
ready outdated, inasmuch as prices change so often -- upwards — that a tanker's 
cargo may be hit by several increases between the straits of Bosporus and Gibral'ar! 
A fit of caprice, most likely. Whatever the case, Senegal, like so many other 
countries, is now on the threshold of a difficult decade. 


Long "Transitional Period for Senegalese Economy 


The economies of countries highly dependent for their energy on heavy consumption of 
oil are all hewildered by ihe crisis that has now lasted for 10 years. 


Whether or not they are developed, they are in distress. Their productivity and 
employment capacity deteriorate inexorably, along with their major balances. From 
east to west, the world economic machine has jammed; its purchasing power and stan- 
dard of living are threatened. 
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It is in this difficult international environment that the Senegalese economy, al- 
ready hard hit and penalized by various endogenous factors, faces the 1980's and 
1990's and the end of the century. In all sectors, all domains, it will be ser- 
lously affected during this period of transition that will be very long. 


1 -- First of all, the effects of the crisis on the economy in general will be in- 
creasingly upsetting. Let us recall a few facts and figures: 


The price of oil has doubled over the last 12 months. The amount of our oil bill 
has increased 10 times over in less than 10 years, amounting to over 50 billion 
francs today. Even under the most favorable conditions -- a continuously adequate 
supply of oil with supplies guaranteed by governmental agreements and preferential 
prices — even under such circumstances, the cost of our oil imports will continue 
to exercise growing pressure on the economy and upset the balances and mechanisms 
on which development depends. 


With our energy dependency being what it is — that is, heavy and lasting -- and 
with the price of oil following an upward trend, the economy will continue for a 
long time to suffer since more and more of the resources produced by our nation 
devoted to the purchase of oil. It is a veritable financial bloodletting! 


Already, oil imports absorb as much as 40 percent of our export receipts. This 
rate will rapidly increase and consequently, nearly all of these receipts will soon 
be gobbled up by energy spending. Without being Cassandra, one can predict that 

in the relatively near future, the economy could be on the brink of stagnation, 
even paralysis, when imports of raw materials, semi-finished products and equip- 
ment indispensable for investment and growth will become increasingly problematical 
in the face of the accelerated exhaustion of our reserves and precisely when it is 
absolutely essential to have vital food imports to cover the country's apparently 
chronic food deficit. Naturally, our country is not alone and legitimately enjoys 
monetary and financial solidarity organized within the framework of the franc zone 
and UMOA [West African Monetary Union]. The peril is nevertheless real and the 
drawbacks inevitable and many, if only because our economic dependency risks be- 
coming greater. Furthermore, with the rising cost of our supplies and imported 
inflation, the general price level will go up, with the well-known ill effects: 
social tension and injustice, a decline in the economy's ability to compete and 
other harmful results. 


Far from being negligible, service on the foreign debt will have to be paid ead 

the persistent world inflation will drive up the cost of financing our development 
projects. Many of these will consequently have to be abandoned for lack of suitable 
financing or profitability, especially those which, classified in the chemical, 
plastics, cement or shoe branches, for example, consume large amounts of oil both 

as energy and as a raw material derived from its by-products. We shall return to 
this subject. 


Even if it escapes stagnation, our economy runs a strong risk of listlessly sliding 
into a period of very slow and shaky growth, with the inevitable questioning of 
our medium- and long-term development objectives.

(Text) The effecte of the crieia are already harmful to Senegalese industry and 
Will be even moreso. The reason, quite simply, is that it is the economic activity 
that consumes the largest amounte of of] or of] derivatives. We shall return to 
thie topic in more detail later, 


Our industrial exporte to developed countries will definitely drop for at least two 
reasons: firet of all, because of the growing recession and spreading unemployment, 
which create feelings of insecurity and give rise to protectionist reactions and 
reatrictions on importe ion industrialized countries. 


Second, the cost of ofl] used by our industries will remain relatively higher than 
that borne by the industries in countries that are technologically and economically 
more advanced, which will result in a further .ieadvantage for our country in the 
areas of competitiveness and exports. 


Finally — and this is certainly even more serious for industries such as ours — 
the industrialized countries have actively undertaken the study and utilization of 
more efficient technologies for energy and even more advanced industrial techniques. 
This means that these centers will export to our countries, the peri, ery, to para- 
phrase Samir Amin, just as they have often done eleewhere, their i111 aagapted and 
outdated technologies. The corollary is a widening of the technological gap be- 
tween them and the developing countries. 


In the main, albeit somewhat roughly, these are the origins, causes and effects of 
the energy crisis, seen in retrospect, and in perspective, these are the conditions 
of a difficult world environment for the coming decade, along with the threats and 
difficulties that await our country's economy. The analysis is without a doubt ap- 
proximate and debatable on many points, for the subject is a vast and complex one. 
Nevertheless, with regard to the essential pointe, one will agree that the acceler- 
ated and steady growth which the world economy knew from the 1950's to the 1970's 
has definitely been finished for several years and that the era we are now be- 
ginning will be much more convulsive, difficult and uncertain. 


Consequently, in a country such as ours, with such a fragile economy, we must face 


that future -- which’ is already before us — with a new mental and intellectual 
framework, use more imagination and greater boldness in questioning certain aspects 
of our development policy so as to ensure the continuity of progress. 


The reflections that follow concerning certain sectors and branches of activity of 
our economy are intended to be a modest step in that direction. 


Ideas for Better Economic Choices 


Guiding development under such unfavorable economic conditions and in such an un- 
stable framework definitely demands systematic reflection on the orientations that 
will provide economic action with the gaxigum chance of success. 


Our ambition here is much more limited. We wish modestly to participate in the 
reflection demanded by a particularly complex future. We shall do eo, in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs, by formulating ideas in the light of an examination of certain 
sectors, branches or production unite of the national economy. 
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| — Senegalese agriculture is definitely the field of economic activity which is 
the least dependent on oil energy. And yet, it will increasingly feel the effects 
of the ateadily rising coset of energy because it will have to use more as all last- 
ing agricultura: development eventually requires growing mechanization in order to 
obtain greater productivity. The country's agricultural policy has fortunately 
been committed to that path for a iong time. According to the results of numerous 
research studies and experiments in the agronomic field, heavy mechanization is the 
most suitable for obtaining high yields within the framework of major development 
and agricultural operation programa such as those of SAED [Senegal River Land Devel- 
opment and Operations Company], SOMIVAC [expansion unknown), SODAGRI [expansion 
unknown), and the CSS [Senegalese Sugar Company), for example. It would therefore 
seem logical to continue its use in similar cases, while limiting it to them. 


On the other hand, for emall farms and operations under 5 hectares, for example, 
light mechanization would, in the opinion of specialists, be the most efficient. 
lt uses less energy and can be combined with animal traction. Moreover, our agri- 
culture has already made important progress in harness crops and especially in the 
synthesis of animal and plant production for agricultural mechanization. 


But Senegalese agriculture will remain precarious for a long time to come, even if 
the energy problem finds a solution, first of all, because of the drought and the 
lack of rain which grow worse as desertification continues. Unfortunately, every- 
thing seeme to indicate that it will not be viable and productive in any lasting 


way until there is Large-scale irrigation that will come from the dams planned. 
The second structural weakness of agriculture is its dramatic dependency on the 
peanut “tyranny.” It would certainly be inept to propose substituting other products 


for peanuts in a few years. The economy is and will remain based on peanut produc- 
tion for a long time to come. 


But this situation should not be viewed fatalistically. Beyond che diversification 
of crops, already begun, it is important to undertake without further delay a spe- 
cific program of research and experimentation in order to expand production of 
table peanuts, which are more profitable today and more competitive than peanuts 
for oil will be in the future. At any rate, self-sufficiency in food must remain 
what it ie: an absolute priority. 


2 — Cottage fishing, some 70 percent of whose craft are already equipped with 
motors, makes up nearly 80 percent of the entire catch made by the subsector today. 
Unfortunately, the expenses of this important activity are heavy and are rapidly 
rising: some 50 percent in 1979, it would appear. 


The motorization effort should be intensified and the subsidy granted for the fuel- 
ofl used by the boats in order to lower the cost should be increased by the National 
Energy Fund. 


3 — Production of electricity and its use: For two essential reasons, this activ- 
ity should be managed vith maximum rationality. It is nearly totally dependent on 
fuelds derived from refined oil and assumes a vital role of supplying electric 
power to nearly all industries, homes and for public lighting. Its dependency is 
destined to last since the gas from Diam Nadio, already being used, is limited 

and other sources of hydraulic and nuclear energy are not yet available. Fuel, 





generally heavy, is supplied to SENELEC [Senegalese Electric Power Distribution 
Company] at subsidized prices. This is an excellent thing when one considers the 
priority nature of the industrial unite and the growing burden of the cost of elec- 
tric power in their operating expenses. Nevertheless, it is suitable to ensure 
that public lighting be subjected to the truth of prices so as to promote conserva- 
tion in a field in which the agro-food industries such as the oil works should in- 
Crease their aid with reapect to lighting certain rural or urban zones. 


4 == The Cransportation of persons, whether collective or individual, and of goods, 
whether by air, rail or ship, is now totally dependent on oil and will remain so for 
a long time to come, at least in Senegal. Moreover, transportation plays a vital 
economic and social role. One must therefore welcome the fact that the study for 
the Master Energy Plan proposes to grant particular attention to it. For a Long 
time, practically until 1978, the roads and road transportation, mainly of persons 
but of goods also, were wrongly subsidized. We know in fact that for a given 

amount of traffic, whether over medium or long distances, the railroad uses four to 
five times less energy than road transportation. The cost price per passenger/ 
kilometer or per ton/kilometer is all the cheaper than road transportation because 
diesel fuel is less expensive than super, regular gasoline or even the fuel oil 

used in hauling. Consumption of super, even in volume, quadrupled from 1969 to 
1979, while at the same time, that of industrial fuels scarcely doubled. The GNP 
increased at a much more modest rate at constant prices. In other words, until very 
recently, the government's policy on rates applied to and the taxation of oil pro- 
ducts and the use of the different forms of transport has scarcely been inspired 

by rational economic principles. Maintaining the road system, modernizing the 
railroad and orienting long-distance passenger transportation and medium- and 
long-distance goode traffic by means of a consistent policy on oil prices and taxa- 
tion, encouraging collective transportation and discouraging individual transporta- 
tion and the purchase of large vehicles by means of the fiscal policy: These are 

a few points which the study for the Master Energy Plan should take up and evaluate. 


5 == For the past 20 years, industry has been the backbone of the Senegalese .conomy. 
[t sustained the GNP ince independence, despite the declining market it has had to 
face throughout many years of drought and the abrupt drops in agricultural produc- 
tion that have always resulted from it. Its share of the GNP has doubled since 
i960, reaching nearly 28 percent today. It has created over 30,000 jobs and con- 
tinues to create some 1,200 new jobs a year, with average annual investments of 

25 billion and a 5-percent increase in production. These figures are known, often 
published or quoted. Above all, one must add that since agriculture is as we have 
described it elsewhere, the sertiary sector already plethoric and essentially depen- 
dent and the quaternary scarcely productive and only indirectly, industry will have 
to be sustained at least over the coming decade because it will remain the driving 
force of the economy. Ite difficulties are numerous and will multiply. We have 
already spoken of them, but this is an additional reason for critical reflection and 
for making continuing efforts to strengthen its viability and competitiveness. 


Such retlection should tirst of all take the form of an in-depth study of the msono- 
graphic type, strengths, weaknesses and degree of viability of every industrial 
activity. The synthesis of such studies would make it possible to outline criteria 


that can clerify priorities and government intervention on behalf of a given 
industrial branch or unit. Here more than eleewhere, the need to act and the inade- 
quacy of government resources require rational choices. 
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We are tempted to propose « number of criteria that might serve ase suggestions, 
criteria that should be clarified and evaluated further if their use is anticipated: 
1) the coefficient of labor, the capacity to create jobs and the added value of 

the industrial branch or unit; 2) productivity, competitive and export capacity; 
3) the ability to upgrade national production and raw materials; and 4) the degree 
of energy dependency and energy efficiency (fuel, electricity, lubricants, and 

80 on) based on ofl. in connection with this last point, it is fitting to empha- 
size the importance and quality of the investigation which SONED |New Study and 
Development Company in Africa] made of certain industries in 1976 and which should 
be updated and continued. 


In the light of these criteria, here are a number of suggestions for certain 
branches of industry. They are naturally debatable, as are the rest of the ideas 
or proposals formulated here. 


The agro-food industries: oil works, CSS, rice mills, and so on, have priority in 
every respect. They upgrade agricultural production, export capacity and added 
value and the number of jobs created is high. Above all, they are autonomous or 
should become so with respect to energy. The example of the oil works is instruc- 
tive. They are already helping supply electricity for activities or surrounding 
communities. Moreover, they should be encouraged and supported by the National 
Energy Fund in order to extend their action to public lighting. 


For its part, the CSS" operating expenditures are still increased by the high cost 
of large amounts of fuel, diesel fuel and fuel ofl consumed by its machinery and 
equipment, according to the few figures we were able to put together on this agro- 
industrial unit. Its importance to the economy based on the criteria set forth 
above and the efforts it is already making toward making the country self-sufficient 
in sugar and producing livestock feed and other products require that the government 
support it even more through the Fund, for example, so that gradually, the use of 
bagasse and agricultural waste in general as a source of energy will reduce its 
energy costs. 


Returning to the subject of the oil works, one might wonder about the wisdom and 
rationality of inereasing their grinding capacity to nearly a million tons with 
the imm oent startup of a new unit when for several years and in a persistent 
manne: , the volume of peanuts to be ground per year scarcely exceeds 500,000 tons! 
it ie to be hoped that we are mistaken, as a reault of our excessive pessimism and 
a lack of technica! and economic data, Otherwise, this industrial branch could 
suffer greatly from increased per-unit operating costs stemming from excessive 
capacity. The industrial decentralization here is very timely and moreover, can no 
longer be changed. Consequently, it would appear that henceforth, priority should 
be given to the modernization and maintenance of existing unite and expansion of 
storage capacities. 


The chemical, shoe, building materials, artifacts, plastic items and equipment and 
other industries: 


Generalizations are often risky and approximate, especially here, and yet, everything 
seems to indicate that many industrial whites in the branches named will become 





increasingly vulnerable and will experience major difficulties, even if the number 
of jobs and added value they create are high. Actually, some of them depend heavily 
on of] products or by-products: The shoe, plastics and chemical industries in gen- 
eral use synthetic products and other materials mainly made from oi] by-products, 

On the other hand, cement works, for example, consume enormous quantities of fuels 
and electricity. According to the SONED investigation already quoted, the cost of 
fuel and electricity consumed by SOCOCIM-Industries [West African Cement Company] 
represented over /0 percent of all operating costes in 1976 and this situation has 
grown considerably worse since! This should lead the Energy Fund to work with 
SOCOCIM in drafting a program to adapt procedures, processes and the equipment of 
the industrial unit, which is so essential to the economy, and to orient action 
toward the expansion and modernization of currently existing facilities or the 
establishment of small clinker crushing units in the regions rather than build a 
second large cement works whose profitability would be difficult, if not impossible, 
to ensure,

[Excerpt) To come back to the chemical, shoe and plastics industries, while adding 
the textile branch, there are other difficulties: excessive and anti-economic 
competition stemming from a proliferation of these industries, declining local mar- 
ket and purchasing power resulting from lower peanut harvests, reduced export mar- 
kets occupied by the industries in the countries in question, uncontrolled imports 
and smuggling, obsolescent equipment, and so on. The situation has reached the 
point where s ome of the units in these industrial branches will increasingly look 
like “lame ducks" difficult to rescue, with enormous risks of closure and the loss 
of jobs. If some cannot be saved, the government should try to give more protection 
to those which have shown the greatest vigor, even if one has to fight appropriate 
incomes and monopolies by a rationalization of protection and industrial competition 


Naturally, our industry does have weaknesses and causes concern in a number of 
branches. it nevertheless remains vigorous and competitive in general and has con- 
siderable assets, parti ularly in the areas of mining and the agro-food industry. 
Light processing industries, those linked to fishing, service industries and many 
others remain profitable and viable. In addition, lacking peak industries, we can 
have industries of the future: in the field of services, as in the case of Dakar- 
Marine, in the area of ship repair, without any energy problem and with the crea- 
tion of many jobs, foreign exchange and added value. In the chemical and mining 
processing branches also, the Senegalese Chemical Industries (ICS) promise to set 

an example. ICS should be for our phosphates what the oil works are for peanuts. 
Their activity will actually essentially consist of upgrading one of our most impor- 
tant raw materials locally: phosphates. They will first of all be made into sul- 
furic acid, then into phosphoric acid and various finished or granulated fertilizers 
for Senegalese agriculture and export. They will import few materials. 


The study of the market seems to indicate that export markets and even sales con- 
tracts are already assured for phosphoric acid and certain types of fertilizers. 
They will be autonomous in electric power outside of a relatively small amount of 
high-tension electric power supplied by SENELEC for their generators. The project 
seems to have been the subject of a thorough technical, economic, commercial and 
financial study. 





Given the many advantages expected (upgrading of local products with added value, 
jobs, foreign exchange, and so on), the problems that might face the ICS with re- 
gard to energy consumption (industrial fuels) should be one of the priorities in 
the action of the National Energy Fund, 


We have asked a great deal of the Fund throughout this survey of the sectors of 
activity of the Senegalese economy. It therefore seems necessary to devote our 
final remarks to it. However, first we should speak about the Fund's role within 
the framework of the proposed Energy Master Plan and in view of a tax reform af- 
fecting oil products. 


For all the reasons we have given, Senegal, like all energy-dependent nations, 
must formulate and follow an overall energy policy, not only in order to achieve 
energy savings and develop alternative forms of energy, but above all, in order to 
save the vital sectors of the economy such as the industrial sector, attenuating 
the harmful effects of the oil price increases and the resulting rising costs of 
operations. 


The Energy Mastery Plan as currently conceived should be an appropriate framework 
for a coherent, long-term energy policy with the main objectives we have mentioned. 


lt is therefore fortunate that the drafting of the plan is underway, Fr it is a 
plan that will itself be integrated into the Development Plan. The ‘uctures for 
drofting policy, for reflection, coordination, orientation and decision making have 
also been set up, the National Energy Commission and Committee in particular. 


The National Energy Fund: As set up, in the form of a special Treasury account, by 
the 1980-1981 Budget, the Fund completes the structures that we have already men- 
tioned and should be an instrument for the formulation and execution of the govern- 
ment's energy policy as drafted within the framework of the National Energy Plan. 


jovernment action on energy has been both incomplete and incoherent. The main 
organization for action has been the Fuel Price Equalization Fund. The resources 
of this Fund mainly come from positive equalizations involving prices of products 
such as super gasoline, regular gasoline, fuel oil, ea1d so on, and from unearned 
increments of stocks resulting from increases in prices of these products to the 
consumers. While certain oil products obey the principle of truth in pricing, but 
others, such as butane gas for domestic consumption, kerosene, fuel oil and certain 
fuels used by a number of industries — particularly those supplied to SENELEC -- 
and the transport differential necessary to equalizes the price of fuel for auto- 
mobiles throughout the country are the subject of a negative equalization, of a 
subsidy from the Fund, tn other words. 


Ae one can see, the role of the Fund is limited. Its resources are also, especially 
when the government is tempted to use part of them for other activities, although 
the proceeds from the specific tax on the consumption of oil] products: some 2 mil- 
lion CPA freacs, and from the refining tax: nearly 7 billion, directly supply the 
General Budget, with the exception of a deduction sometimes made — 3 billion this 
year — on behalf of the Road Fund, 


- 
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The Fund is now being called upon to perform new functions and to carry out missions, 
objectives and tasks in keeping with the ambitions and aims of a real national 
energy policy: 


conducting, encouraging and organizing studies, experiments, administrative actions, 
tax measures and awareness campaigns aimed at bringing about energy savings in homes 
homes, transportation and industry; 


encouraging and supporting all research relating to the development and use of al- 
ternate forms of energy or adapted equipment by homes or industry: water heaters, 
solar energy pumps, the transformation of organic waste into energy: bagasse by 
the CSS, turning peanut cuttings into coal by SONACOS [National Oil Products Mar- 
keting Company) and the oil works, and so on; 


helping priority industries that are large consumers of fossil fuels (for example, 
smale-scale fishing, cement works, mining industries, ICS projects, and so on) to 
study and adapt their procedures, processes or equipment and to give more subsidies 
to the fuels and electric power they consume: 


initiating and particip*ting in the monographic studies we have recommended for 
industrial units or branches and outlining criteria that might clarify tax policies 
or subsidies for different oil products based on the social or economic objectives 
pursue 


studying the rational distribution of the different types of passenger and freight 
transport among the different means of transportation; and 


conducting cost-benefit studies to determine the timeliness of investing in 
adaptations of procedures or equipment in order to reduce energy consumption or 
permit the use of less expensive oil products. Example: a cost-benefit to deter- 
mine whether in the long run it would be more advantageous to convert the entire 
government's vehicle pool to diesel instead of super or regular gasoline. We know 
that diesel fuel is approximately three times cheaper than super gasoline! The 
financial action of the Fund would assume several forms (see 1980-1981] Budget). 

For example: the financing of studies, experiments or projects, the granting of 
loans, subsidies or bonuses within the framework of its missions and objectives, 
and so on. The execution of such missions and tasks assuredly requires new finan- 
cial means. It is therefore suitable '» upgrade the Fund's resources, particularly 
through a reform of Caxation and the use of tax receipts relating to petroleum pro- 
ducts. The following are a few ideas: 


ensuring that at any time, the Fund may make use of all or pact of its resources 
and that it can act with rapidity and flexibility, with great maneuverability, 
unhindered by any administrative torpor at the level of the Treasury; 


seeing that the government no longer cuts down its own resources as we described 
above; 


modifying the amounts of the specific tax on the consumption of oil products, with 
the objective being heavier taxation of certain products, more exemptions or sub- 
sidies on behalf of others for economic and social purposes (industrial fuels, 
diesel fuel, small-scale fishing, and so on); 











working out the conditions for elimination of the refining tax now paid by distri- 
butors, replacing it with an added value tax (TVA) to be borne by the tax producer 
(the SAR (African Refining Company]), and therefore deductible at different rates 
depending on the economic, social or nonuse of the different products, The appli- 
cation of the principle of deduction, which characterizes the TVA and enables it to 
play an economic role, would permit a reduction in the cost of oil products con- 
sumed by the industries and consequently, lower operating costs and lower export 
prices. TVA experts who would make the preliminary study believe that the cost of 
industrial fuels would drop at least 100 francs per ton, which is far from a 
negligible sum when one is talking about several tens of thousands of tons con- 
sumed by industry over a long period. 





The application of such a reform would surely require a modification of the cost 
price structure and the margins of the SAR as defined in che government-SAR agree- 
ment (in order to take the TVA to be borne by the SAR into account and continue to 
guarantee the company its contractual margins). The structure of prices 

from distributors to users would also be modified to bring alout the reduction in 
prices on certain products called for by the transfer of the burden of the TVA 
from distributors to the SAR in order to bring the rule of dedu tion into play. 


Finally, the last but most important measure is the gradual remova!' from the budget 
and transfer of proceeds from all taxes on oil products (specific tax, refining tax 
to be replaced by a TVA)), with the exception of the subsidies needed for the Road 
Fund, benefiting the National Energy Fund. By means of the annual approval of the 
budget, deductions would be made from the proceeds from the taxes considered and 
placed in the Fund so that in the end, the transfer of nearly all these resources 
of the general Fund budget will come about without upsetting tie balance of the 
budget. 


The proceeds from the two taxes mentioned above are an estimated 9 billion francs 
under the current budget. With a few years of budgetary strictness, the government 
should be able to do without these receipts that would enable the Fund to have sub- 
Stantial financial means to carry out its missions, particularly the revitalization 
and intensification of the competitiveness of Senegalese industry. 


Having said this much, we close our remarks without drawing any conclusions because 
® great deal always remains to be said about this vast, always topical issue of 

the energy crisis which we certainly had no illusions about exhausting when

PEANUT HARVEST EXPECTED TO BE MEDIOCRE 
Paris LE MONDE in French 24 Oct 80 p 43 
[Article by Pierre Biarnes: “Senegal Expects a Poor Peanut Harvest Again" |] 


[Text] Dakar--The peanut harvest that will be marketed starting in a few weeks 
will not be larger this year than the last, which was a quite average year. It 

is estimated that in the best of cases 300,000 tons of unshelled peanuts will be 
sold, against almost 1 million in a normal year, if the concept of normality re- 
tains any significance whatsoever after more than 10 years of almost uninterrupted 
miscalculations. 


Once more the summer rains were not abundant enough and, more importantly were in- 
sufficiently spread out to allow the plants to mature, plants whose vegetative 
eycles last from 90 to 120 days depending on the varieties. Moreover, following 
previous poor harvest, seeds have not been of very good quality. 


Discouraged by the bureaucratic exploitation to which they have been subjected for 
more than 2 decades, the peasants were inclined to decrease the areas devoted to 
peanut farming. They put more effort into farming food crops which, while failing 
to provide them with hypothetical monetary revenues, at least assure them that 
they will not die of hunger. 


Finally sensitive to widespread criticism against the peasantry-straddling system 

that was implemented the day after independence and maintained against all odds, 

the government has bccome courageously involved these last few months in a different 
policy, ome that offers considerable relief from that parasitic system. The system's 
centerpiece, the National Office of Cooperation and Assistance for Development [ONCAD], 
was dissolved, and it was de ded that *-om now on the cooperatives will sell their 
harvests directly to the oi. factories, which are all being nationalized. 


Indubitably, ali the observers agree that reevaluating the peasants’ lot is good. 
Nevertheless, it is understood that these new provisions will not bring results 
overnight, nor will the farmers’ distrust be disarmed soon. For now, the latter 
seem tempted to go back to the traditional system of self-sustenance, a system 
that is unfavorable to the progress of other sectors of the national economy.

His reply was that people must not ask when the meaningful changes are to come. 

They must be conscientious of their calling in the spirit of a love which conquers 
hate. “If we carry on the struggle for change more for the sake of goodness than 
for a struggle for survival, then we will be fighting with the knowledge that change 
will certainly come about." Before a packed hall the prime minister also dwelt on 
the following points: 


If ever there was a time when people in South Africa must have an understanding of 
others, that time is now; 


South Africa's greatest challenge is apparently in Africa and this country will help 
African countries threatened with complete collapse by sending them food, as it has 
done in the past. South Africa will also help them with technology; 


If the world community refuses to understand South Africa's peaceful aims and dis- 
torts these aims wantonly, then South Africa will continue to produce weapons for 
its future requirements so that in the event of threats fomented by the United 
Nations against it, it will be able to fend them off, but will not use the arms for 
aggressive aims; 


Ways and means must be found to reduce the shortcomings in the existence of South 
Africa's people. 


The prime minister went on to say that the greatest danger for South Africa is going 


to be that things will be going so well that the spirit of looking out for its own 
good will tend to slacken. 
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The prime minister stated that there are forces inside and outside of South Africa 
whose intentions towards this nation are not good and they must be put on notice 
about our struggle. The struggle must not be directed merely on survival, it must 
have the drive for a calling. ‘We must have an inner vision to convince nations 
around us to collaborate." 


He said that South Africa has a tradition of helpfulness and it is also willing to 
receive help from its neighboring countries on the continent of Africa.

Africa, British ambassador, Mr John Leahy, said in Johannesburg yesterday. 


Speaking ac the annual meeting of the South Africa Britain Trade Association 
(Sabrita), Mr Leahy said the British government did not believe in the usefulness 
of economic sanctions in the solving of South Africa's internal problems. 


"Ae far as investment and trade with South Africa is concerned, ay Government's 
policy is to leave it to the business world to decide on the issue. We will not 
hinder trade links with this country,” Mr Leahy said. 


Commenting on reports that Britain might be willing to contravene the United 
Nations arms embargo on South Africa, Mr Leahy said these reports were probably 
unt rue. 


South African exports to Britain had increased by 59 percent on the 1979 export 
figure, while imports from Britain had risen by 36 percent, he said. 


The Minister of Manpower Utilisation, Mr Panie Botha, said trading links between 
the two countries should be maintained and extended. 


"A trade embargo will harm the South African economy, although not as quch as the 
proponents of this idea would like to believe," Mr Botha said, 


Trade embargo: would result in a lower growth rate, which would lead to higher 
unemployment, especially among Blacks. 


Similarly, continued foreign investment and contact war just as, if not much more 
important for Blacks in South Africa than for Whites. 


Should Britain disinvest in South Africa, the consequences for that country could 
be “disastrous.” 
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Mr Botha said the chairman of the United Kingdom-South Africa Trade Association, 
Mr P.>. Dunkley, had estimaterc in 1978 that the loss of South African trade would 
add anything from 70 000 to 250 000 to Britain's unemployment list. 


"Foreign companies can, 48 do many local companies, play an important role in 
improving employment conditions of all employees. All companies should increase 
and improve the training programmes of all their employment," Mr Botha said. 


Although the Wiehahn Commission had recommended that apprentices from all popula- 


tion groups be indentured, only 130 applications from Black apprentices had been 
received over the past nine months.

political parties of the Southwest have against UN fraternization with SWAPO, It is 
as though the objections were ignored in a defiant manner.

MUGABE'S TOUGH TALK AIMED AT CONCEALING PROBLEMS

[Text] Zimbabwe's Prime Minister Rober Mugabe has frequently been making noises 
which can hardly be regarded as a sign of goodwill toward South Africa.

Mugabe is probably just as well aware of the | that Africa can hardly fullfil 
his conditions for defense. Sufficient defense against South Africa's formidable 
military strength would have to involve such a mighty effort t' at probably it would 
be easier to get at South Africa rather directly. 


But most likely Mugabe's talk is directed more at the militant element in and out 
of his country which has helped him to attain the position he now holds. He needs 
to convince tiem that his heart is still beating the right way, and, as it has been 
proven over and over again, the easiest way to succeed in Africa is to aim blows 

at South Africa. The war dance a ainst S»,uth Africa has become a ritual just as 

in Idi Amin's Uganda, where mock attacks were conducted against the "Capetown" 
island: a lot of noise and nothing to show. 


Most of all such war dances draw attention away from leaders who are having great 
and serious internal problems and Mugabe has more than enough of them. 


Still the best way to surmount these problems is to collaborate with an economic 
community in sourthern Africa in which the role of South Africa, the strongest econ- 
omic force in the subcontinent, cannot be denied. 


But Mugabe is not about to do so; sis military talking serves rather to bolster a 
self-frustrating process. He will be discovering this more and more.

VIEWS ON THE INCORPORATION OF KING WILLIAM'S TOWN INTO CiSKEI 
White Population Must Be Consulted 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 4 Nov 80 p 13 


[Text] Port Elizabeth--The city council of King William's 
Town and the Caffrarian Chamber of Commerce are opposed to 
the incorporation of King William's Town iato the Ciskei 
and it is of the opinion it would be more advantageously 
treated as a collaboration area. 


The agreement, in accordance to which King William's Town would be incorporated into 
Ciskei--as proposed by the Walt Commission, is to determine whether the majority 

of the whites will leave the town or will stay on, according to what the town's 
mayor, Mr Eric Weyer, said. The inhabitants still have not had the opportunity of 
voicing their opinions on the proposed incorporation. 


According to Mr Weyer, he is going “to fight for the identity of the town's white 
people.” He is of the opinion that it will be possible to come to an acceptable 
agreement in light of the assurances given to the whites by Ciskei's chief minister, 
Chieftain Lennox Sebe. 


However, he doubts that the imediate incorporation of the town will be in the inter- 
est of King William's Town or of Ciskei. 


Industrialistrs and business people are likewise supporting the idea of collaboration 
instead of in corporation. During various meetings on this matter they have spoken 
out against incorporation. 


Social Meeting 


Business people and inhabitants of the town voiced their concern about the financial 
implications of the planned incorporation in the course of a social meeting held in 
a local hotel. 


According to a statement by Hennie van der Walt, the chairman of the Commission for 
Collaboration and Development, the incorporation of King William's Town will be handled 
in the same manner as in the case of Mafeking, which was recently incorporated into 
Bophuthatswana. 
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Mr Weyer is saying, however, that the case of King William's Town differs greatly 
from that of Mafeking, because the former has a much bigger white population 
(nearly 12,000) than the latter ‘now known as Mafikeng). Moreover there are also 
5,000 coloreds in Mafikeng. 


“These people must be recognized with respect to this matter. It's simply a matter 
of justice that they express their feelings. They should have at least been rep- 
resented in the Greft-Committee, which is the southern district committee which 
examined the consolidation. 


The only whites who served in the Greff-Committee were officials of the Ciskei 
Govermement. Moreover this committee did not talk this matter over with the city 
coun. '!, the Caffrarian Chamber of Commerce, nor with the industrial leaders." 


Accordin, to Mr Weyer the question of a possible incorporation will be discussed 
this evening during a city countil meeting. 


Testimony 


In his statement Mr Van der Walt said that testimony by those interested will be 
heard anc additional inf .mation in this respect will be made known shortly. 


An appropriate delineation of the territory, which according to the committee's 
recommendations will be added to Ciskei, will be presented to the Eastern Cape 
Agricultural Union. Upon request this will be made available to interested indi- 
viduals and entities. This land area is, moreover, the 100,000 hectares which 
must still be purchased and turned over to Ciskei in line with the 1975 proposals. 


According to the proposals 49,900 hectares in the Black Kei and Winterberg area 

will be added to Ciskei. Also added would be 36,000 hectares in the region encom- 
passing the Waterdown Dam, Klipplaat and Hogsback; 13,000 hectares in the region of 
Pirie and Kubusi, 20,000 hectares at Kidd's Beach and Chalua and 19,500 hectares in 
the region encompassing Berlin and King William's Town. Altogether 600 hectares 

at the Gubu Dam and 1,000 hectares at the Peelton location are also being recommended 
for addition. 


The commission is proposing that an inquiry be set up to look into the possibility 
of utilizing the East London harbor as a collaboration area. 


Community leaders were cautiously optimistic with respect to the incorporation. Mr 
Max Phillips, chairman of the Border Region Development Association, said that the 
announcement is welcome because the development of the region has been held back 
because of the uncertainty which has existed. 


Living Standard 


"Our objective is the procurement of jobs and the improvement of the standard of 
living in the region. As far as East London is concerned, development can proceed 
as of now. Uncertainty has been eliminated." 


A hotel manager of King William's Town, a Mr Jack Rosenberg, said that he is glad 
about the announcement. He thinks that not much will change if King William's Town 
is incorporated in Ciskei. The town will benefit economically from this and will 
progress.

CAPETOWN CONDUCTS CIVIL DEFENSE EXERCISE 
Johannesburg THE CITIZEN in English 19 Nov 80 p 5 


(text] Cape Town.--The city's sophisticated multi million-Rand civil defence 
machine, including a crack police anti-terrorist squad, flexed its muscles today 
in one of the biggest civil defence exercises in South Africa. It was also the 
first using a multi-storey city centre tower block as its target. 


After days of careful preparation, the exercise began on schedule at 9.30 am 
yesterday as two Alouette helicopters from 16 Squadron rose from the car park next 
to the Civic Centre and hovered above the roof of the 22-storey tower. 


\ team of municipal fire fighters and a police anti-terror squad dropped on to the 
roof from the helicopters, 


Members of both teams in the trickiest part of the operation, dropped down the 
sheer side of the tower to enter through windows on the 19th floor. 


The two helicopters, guided by smoke, made repeated trips to the top of the build- 
ing and back to the car park carrying men and equipment. 


On one trip a helicop.er carried two firemen with a stre'cher slung beneath the 
machine and in a few minutes, made the flight carrying a “casualty.” 


Cooperating in the exercise were the South African police, the South African air 
force, the South African Railways, Metro Control and the City Council's fire, 
traffic, civil defence, security, civil buildings and ambulance sections. 


In use for the first time was the City Council's civil defence mobile control 
vehicle. 


Designed by the Council's civil defence officer, Major RS Douglas, and the manager 
of the transport division, Mr A. Jansen, it is the first of ite kind in South 
Africa. 


The 1.5 ton four-wheel-drive vehicle has a self-contained power supply and is 
fitted with sophisticated radio equipment and rations which enables it to be 
operated in any terrain under any conditions for eight days.

DEFENSE MINISTER CALLS BRITISH FILM ON ARMS SUPPLY LIE

[Text] Pretoria--The holding back of information on alleged revelations made in a 
film shown in Britain, the subject of which is alleged illegal arms trade with South 
Africa, was not done for the purpose of holding back correct information from the 
South African public and taxpayers, the minister of defense, Gen Magnus Malan, eid 
here yesterday. 


He was commenting on reports in the foreign press dealing with a film presented by 
the Granada Television Network the subject of which was illegal arms trade with 
South Africa. The film was shown in Britain over the television network. 


The statement read: “Publication in South Africa of the assertions and the alleged 
revelations shown in the film production has been prevented in accordance with the 
Act on Weapons Development and Procurement. I want to make it very clear that the 
purpose of this is not to withhold correct information from the South African public 
and taxpayers. 


“Everybody in South Africa must note the fact that at the present time an arms boy- 
cott is being conducted against South Africa by the United Nations, and that various 
anti-South African organizations and groups have set as their goal the success of 
this boycott. The so-called revealing films, such as the one in question, contain 
facts which have been distorted and also untruths that are aimed at the heart of our 
country...namely, its capability for defense. An effort is being made in such 
programs to embarrass South Africa's many friends in the world, including companies 
in South Africa and abroad, and to expose them to intimidation. 


"South Africa's accepted policy is not to reveol where it gets its weapons or to 
whom it supplies them. The publication of such so-called revelations, compiled by 
the anti-South African media, will hencefort’: be withheld in accordance with the 
measures in question, because divulging them would mean providing the South African 
public with false information and the government would be put in a position where, 
for reasons which are obvious, it could not tell its people what is true and which 
elements of information are false. 


"The public must understand that KRYGKOR [ARMSCOR) and the armed forces will provide 
complete information to the public, with regard to what it must know and has the 
right to know, to the extent that this is possible within defense and security 
principles."

"LE MONDE'S' 'NOT SO BAD AFRIKANERS' COMMENT DISCUSSED

[Text] Paris--The liberal French evening paper LE MONDE, in a series of three 
articles about the Afrikaner, came to the conclusion that despite his attachment 
to apartheid, he is not as bad as some times he would appear to be. 


The first article of the series, written by special correspondent Jean-Claude 
Pomonti, appeared under the title: "At Home With the Afrikaner." Although the news- 
paper is known for its bitter opposition to apartheid, this article was in no way 
unsympathetic. 





Pomonti, an experienced corresondent in black Africa, was clearly pleased with his 
visit to Hazyview in East Transvaal and his meeting with the local Afrikaners. 


Pressure 


One of them told him: "The West must continue to apply a certain measure of pres- 
sure on us, otherwise we will never do anything for the blacks. Bu. be careful 
with the Afrikaners. When the pressure becomes too great you run t> risk of coun- 
terreaction.” 


Hazyview fascinated the correspondent and he wrote about it in lyric style. "They 
find it hard to understand how and why their peaceful and comfortable life wil soon 
be affected by changes," noted Pomenti. 


Evolution 


He stated that opinions most often voiced were that “the Western press is negative; 
liberals are working for foreigners, and the Americans are jealous of our success.” 
These ideas are being reinforced by organized Afrikaner tours abroad where, as un- 
informed tourists, they see only what they want to see. 


He said that the “big subject at the moment is change." According to him the 
Afrikaners are of the opinion that they need a slow evolution, but not a revolution, 
because if the blacks were to gain control today they would ruin the country. 


Pomonti praised Prime Minister P. W. Botha, saying that he has created order in the 
Afrikaner house. He did this through his own "technocrats," brought in after he 
got rid of “the old gang." 
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"The prime minister, slowly but surely, appointed his own people in key positions. 
Afrikaners who talk about their leader are call‘ng his government ‘a «ictatorship 
in miniature.’ in 18 month: he has managed to increase his freedom of movement and 
to enforce his authority on his government, then vpon the Nationalist Party and 
finally on the administration.” 


Dynamite 


The correspondent conlcuded by quoting a warning from an Afrikaner: "You must not 
forget that the sharing of authority on a local level is dynamite.”

SOWETO RADICALS WANT TO SUBVERT BLACK MODERATE ACHIEVEMENTS

["Perspective” Column by Bert Ferreira: "A New Battleline in Relations Fight") 


[Text] The Soweto events of this week are bringing South Africa face to face with 
a far-reaching shift in emphasis in its relations policy. 


A stage is now being established where the traditional opponents can no longer be 
divided into black or white categories. 


The battleline is now being drawn between militant black radicals, on the one 
hand, and a white-black partnership on the other. ‘'n spite of the intensive 
struggle which can ensue from this, the prevailing promise is that of a mighty 
racial alliance which wtll dominace the South African scheme of things in an en- 
during manner. 


Nobody can miss the fact that the Wednesday uproar was not co much directed against 
the minister of collaboration and development, Piet Koornhof, as against David 
Thebehali, the mayor of Soweto. 


The increase in service charges in the city had already been used sometime ago to 
bring about a confrontation with Thebahali. The conferment of honorary citizen- 
ship on Dr Koornhof was an accidentel and sad excuse for inciting action. 


Even at this stage it is still unclear whether public opinion in Soweto is actually 
rejecting the present city administration. Whether or not the Thebehali council 
is actually unrepresentative will be determined in the next election. 


Doubt 


It is also doubtful whether the campaign against the higher service charges imposed 
on the inhabitants found much acceptance outside of the bands of youths, who wanted 
to bare their teeth yesterday, and the groups of women who were organizing protest 
demonstrations, 


Nobody in Soweto welcomes higher charges, but nevertheless there is a fairly 
generalized realization that this is the price which must be paid for greater self- 
reliance and independence of management, besides the better facilities which are 
being set up. 
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The enmity against Thebehali is being spurred much rather by the increasing 

number of achievements he has attained: the electrification program, the infra- 
structural improvements, the growing number of new houses and all the other visible 
signs of rehabilitation and renewal in the city, the new short-term development 
plan costing 150 million rand and soon to be completed, Thebehali's own growing 
acceptance abroad and the promises of development capital from foreign sources. 


Success of this kind is much harder to be accepted by his opponents, because of the 
fact that it is being achieved in close collaboration with the government. Natu- 
rally this is leading to vicious attacks based upon the "puppet" arguments. "Uncle 
Tom" is still the debasing cussword of militant awareness. 


Perhaps it is tronical that the uproar in Soweto is directed against change, simply 
because black extremists tend to simply brush off any change which is not extorted 
by their own power. It would also be naive to assume that the protest is quickly 
going to lose force simply because, based on logic, it is unwarranted. 


However, it is doubtful that it will gain any ground against the wave of reform 
which is establishing itself in the South African order of things. 


Turning Point 


After ti announcement he made yesterday, no one can in all honesty cast doubt on 

Dr Koornhof's views expressed in Washington last year. "We are entering a period 

of complete reformation,” he said. "We have reached a turniag point in our history.” 
Besides what has already Seen done, the proposed three draft laws, which he an- 
nounced in Soweto, entaii such far-reaching changes in the framework of things 

that false critics will find it difficult to misjudge then. 


These affect the national coexistence of all South Africa and are the first results 
of the inspiration which the establishment of six distri * councils last year have 
provided for urban populations. 


This democratic principle is moreover being carried further by the timely publica- 
tion of the draft legi: lation so that comments can be gotten from all concerned 
before it is presented t:' parliament, 


Reforms 


Among other things, the legislation envisages giving the status of full municipal 
councils to community councils, but it is considering giving them even broader 
powers on the basis of the Transvaa| Ordinance on Local Government. 


At the same time, consideration is being given to reconstructing into development 
councils those administrative counciis which are regarded as controversial in 
many respects by black communities, 


Interest is arising above all on the proposed draft legislation on black community 
development which must replace controversial laws such as the one on urban regions, 
black labor and a portion of the Act on the Development of Trust Areas. 
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The changes being proposed by this legislation, and which are based on the prin- 
ciple of direct advice and collaboration, simply cannot be rejected by the black 
people, it may alse be expected that this will be attracting more people from 
the radical wing to the moderate group, because it is there chat the new future 
for the black man will be unfolding. 


It will ge betting more and more difficult to cast doubt on the credibility of the 
government in its new efforts for reform, 


Thus it may be that between the noise and the tear gas throughout 15 October 1980 
in Soweto the cornerstone of the much talked about new order of things in South 
Africa was layed dow.

COLORED EDUCATORS ADVOCATE POLITICAL RIGHTS FOR ALL NONWHITES 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 28 Oct 80 p 19 


[Text] The fact that the government has deprived nonwhites of political rights is 
the most important cause for the revolutionary spirit mentioned by Minister of 
Internal Affairs Chris Heunis. 


This was the statement made by Franklin Sonn, the principal of the Peninsula 
Technicon, when he was asked to comment on the speech made by Minister Heunis last 
Friday at the area conference of 11 relations committees which took ;:iace in 
Beaufort-Wes. 


What Minister Heunis said was that he could not accept the fact that 2.5 million 
colored South Africans had no political rights, or nearly none. He went on to 
say that the coloreds' participation in the country's authoritative bodies, at 
the various government levels, could no longer be put off. 


Believe 


Minister Heunis said that as of 1 January the coloreds will have a say at a high 
level through the Presidential Council. "All races must be brought into this in 
order to create a peaceful and stronger South Africa." 


Sonn said that people would be glad to believe that the minister is serious about 
correcting this untenable situation before it is too late. However, this cannot 
take place in favor of a repressed group at the expense of another, said Sonn. 


Does Not Know 


Sonn stated that South Africa's solution of the problem lies in the granting of 
a real voice to all its people and not just to certain groups. 


David Curry, national chairman of the Labor Party, said that he does not know 
what Minister Heunis means by political rights for "only the coloreds." 


"Mr Heunis wants to draw the coloreds closer to him at the expense of the black 
people. The black people in this country must have the same rights as any other 
group in the country. It is wrong to grant these rights to certain groups. 
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“After | received an invitation from the government to serve in the Presidential 
Council, | wrote 4 letter to Minieter Heunia in the name of the Labor Party and in 
it we asked the minister to conduct talkea with ue. The minister's office informed 
ve that we should decide on a date as to when we could talk with hin.” 


Dr Frank Quint, the chief inepector of colored education, who will be serving in 
the Presidential Council starting | January, said that he is very delighted with 
the etatement mace by Minister Heunis, but this right must not only be given to 
the coloreda, 


"Il would Like to see all citizens who do not have a voice in a new political die- 
pensation for South Africa included.

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IMPORTANT ROLE OF KWAZULU DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION DESCRIBED

{Text} Substantial progress was made during the past year in Kwasulu with the 
creation of capital, cres.ion of jobs and with practical training plans. 


In the first annual report ever published by a black region's development corpo- 
ration, Kwazulu Development Corporation (KOK) chairman, Dr L.P. McCrystal, reports 
that Kwatulu's capital creation in the year up to 31 March has reached nearly 115 
million rand as compared with an objective of 75 to 90 million rand. 


A growth of 9 percent in Kwazulu's internal production therefore appears to be 
within reach. 


The objective was also to create 7,000 jobs outside of the subsistence farmine 
sector: nearly 6,000 of these were created; 18 percent vere in market-orientec 
farming and business as well as other services, 35 percent in manufacturing and 11 
percent in the government sector. 


It is estimated that Kwagulu's economically active work force increased by 31,000 
during the year. Thus only 19 percent of these people got jobs in Kwarulu outside 
the subsistence farming sector. The rest had to seek jobs either outside of Kwarulu 
or in the subsistence-farming sector. 


The report says that even so, encouraging progress is being made in attaining gov- 
ernment goals and also for attaining fast economic growth in the eighties. 


The KOK contributed only 25 percent to the financial requirements of the Kwazulu 
small entrepreneur and this is an indication of his capability in enterprise. Up 
to 31 March of this year, KOK approved 150 loans for a total value of 6.9 million 
rand. 


Of these, 111 were granted to businesses in the services sector, 25 to industrialists 
and 14 to farmers. 


Because 58 percent of Kwarulu's economically active people are involved in agri- 
culture, KOK established an agricultural department in May of last year in order 
to speed up the rate of agricultural development. 
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Touriem 


Development of the touriet industry during thie current year ie high on the list 
of the KOK's new projecte, while big new investments in agriculture and industry 
will aleo be made. The directors aleo look upon the progress in intermediary 
technology in emall industries as an especially important new area, 


During the year, KOK did something about the chronic shortage of adequate housing 
by financing 335 new homes on an economic basis and approving loans for new homes 
valued at 5.5 million rand. 


Because many of the entrepreneurs cannot afford to put up their own buildings, KOK 
must also build rental buildings including factory unite and shopping centers. 


During the year under review, KOK's training division made rapid progress with ite 
idea of inexpensive, informal training programe and on-the-job training connected 
with development projects. 


During ite first year, this division invested 225,000 rand and during the current 
year ite budget has provisions for spending more than 1 million rand. 


The KOK's total investment in the two years since ite establishment as a corporation 
independent of the BOK [Economic Development Corporation) rose from 19 million to 

49 million rand. Its fixed assets increased from 9 million to 16 million rand and 
ite business and housing loans from 6 to 17 million rand.

AGRICULTURAL ALD PROGRAM FOR LESOTHO BEGINS

[Text] Operation Plow, the result of the Peka Bridge deliberations between the 
South African and Lesotho prime ministers, got underway yesterday when altogether 
42 tractors belonging to South African farmers crossed the border into Lesotho. 


In accordance with the project undertaken by four Eastern Free State farm coopera- 
tives, yesterday the tractors began ploughing 20,000 hectares of agricultural 
ground in Lesotho and to plant it with summer grains, mainly corn and sorghum, for 
the Basutos. 


Yesterday morning, before daybreak, 30 Eastern Free State farmers crossed the Peka 
Bridge between Clocolan and Fiksburg. 





The Peka Bridge 


In August, South African Prime Minister P. W. Botha and his peer, Dr Leabua 
Jonathan, met for the first time as prime ministers of their respective countries 
at the Peka Bridge. Matters of common interest were discussed by the .wo prime 
ministers. 


The project, which entails the plowing and planting of 20,000 hectares of land in 
Lesotho near the border of the Free State, is the result of the talks between the 
two prime ministers. 


Yesterday a spokesman of Lesotho's information departmenc, Dr J. Simba, character- 
ized the South African .elp as “a new era of collaboration between the two countries." 





In the meantime, a telegram has been dispatched to Minister of Police Louis le 
Grange by the livestock farmers of the vicinity of Ficksburg who are urgently 
drawing his attention to the increasing thefts of livestock along the Eastern Free 
State border with Lesotho. 


Many farmers attended a meeting in Ficksburg yesterday to discuss the veritable 
wave of livestock thefts along the border; the meeting had been arranged with the 
permission of the South African police. 


One of the most recent victims is Pierred de Villiers of Ficksburg, who this week 
was robbed of 120 sheep and 15 head of cattle valued at approximately 13,000 rand. 
The livestock was presumably chased to a distance of 20 kilometers inside the 
Lesotho border. 
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HUGE DEVELOPMENT PLAN FOR NAMAKWALAND PROPOSED 


Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 30 Oct 80 p 3 


[Text] A comprehensive development plan for Namakwaland which includes two new 
irrigation systems from the Orange River, a new deep sea harbor at Buchubaai (Buchu 
Bay), a new railroad and road connections in the region, an international airport 
and the establishment of a new growth point, has been accepted by the Namakwaland 
Regional Development Committee. The plan, which will cost approximately 1 billion 
rand to carry it through, has been drawn up by a Cape Province engineering consulting 
firm and has been submitted to the government for consideration. 


According to P.E. Niehaus, who submitted the report to the development committee, 

the present development potential of Namakwaland is mainly in agriculture and mining, 
or the primary sector, with little development in the processing or secondary sector. 
In order to stimulate economic growth in Namakwaland and to insure an optimum 
utilization of its resources, it will be desirable to develop the secondary sector 
through the creation of a new growth point where it will be possible to concentrate 
more on minerals processing, agriculture and food-related industries. 


Namakwaland is an extensive grazing region and cattle farmers suffer heavy losses 
during periodic droughts when food must be imported at high prices. The region ic 
also experiencing widespread depopulation because of the lack of job opportunities. 
It is hoped that with the new development plan these problems will be resolved and 
that growth will be brought about through industrial development and the economic 
utilization of water. This also has several strategic advantages. 


The development plan for Namakwaland entails: 


The construction of a dam on the Orange River at De Hoop about 165 kilometer upstream 
from the mouth of the river where 3 billion cubic meters of water can be collected. 
This dam will be nearly as big as the P.K. le Roux Dam and it will not be dependent 
upon the latter dam's flood outlet loss, the natural runoff and water which is 
released from the Orange River project in winter. A 500-kilometer channel system 
can make it possible to irrigate approximately 112,000 hectares of sandveld between 
the Orange River and Port Nolloth from this dam and a balancing dam. The project 
will cost about 231 million rand and water can be delivered for about 3 cents per 
cubic meter. 
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The construction of a deep sea harbor at Buchu Bay, which will be able to handle 
ore-traneporting vessele of up to 250,000 tons, for the export of minerals from the 
region; industrial development, fishing industry and diamond recovery from the sea 
will aleo find advantage here. This project will cost about 292 million rand, 


A 507-kilometer railroad must connect Buchu Bay with the Sishen-Saldanha railway at 
Melkbosch Viey to provide the necessary impetus for a growth point in the region, 

It is estimated that thie link will cost about 276 million rand, It is being 
recommended that the entire project be connected with the Pretoria-Witwatersrand- 
Vereniging area (PWV-area) and the northern neighboring states by connecting the 
railroad from Sishen with the main line between Kimberly and Mafeking so as to 
obtain a sensible type of development for the new growth point. This will also 
offer a strategic advantage, because then goods can be transported by an alternative 
railroad from the PWV-area to an alternative harbor to or from western harbors. 


A proposed coastal vehicular road must connect the new harbor and growth point at 
Buchu Bay with Bitterfontein and Southwest Africa at Sendelingsdrift. Other proposed 
road connections for the expansion of the Namakwaland economy are the roade linking 
the De Hoop dam area, Kleinsee with Springbok and Jakalswater over Witbank with 

the Aggeneis-mining complex. The cost for this road system is estimated at 73 
million rand. 


An airport at Buchu Bay which will be suitable for international flights will 
provide a direct route from South Africa to foreign countries over international 


waters. 


In addition, a smaller irrigation project, by means of which about 9,000 hectares 
of land can be irrigated, is being envisaged for the government lands between Garganab 
and Abbasas at the cost of 13.5 million rand. 


This plan will lay the foundation for a solid infrastructure upon which the develop- 
ment of the region must be founded. At the present time, the biggest deficiencies 
in the present infrastructure are the lack of water for agriculture, town develop- 
ment, industrial development and mining in many parts of the region, lack of an 
integrated transportation system, aleo a weak communication system, especially in 
the sandveld area, and a deficient power supply in the southern part of Namakwaland 
is also a factor for the currently poor infrastructure. 


If a solid infrastructure can be created with this plan, Buchu Bay will be able to 
develop as a growth point with secondary industries. The refining of copper, zinc 
and lead could be done here.

[Text ) Rustenburg——The Louis Botha Airport at Durban will be replaced with a new 
ewank airport, La Mercy, which is now under construction at full speed north of 
the Natal airport city. 


The La Mercy project which was undertaken a number of years ago and then stopped 
for lack of money is now on full steam ahead again. 


This information was made known here yesterday by the Director General of Trans- 
portation, A. B. Exeteen, in the course of a report presented on the second day of 
the transportation conference of the S.A. Institute of Civil Engineers. 


"The first phase of construction of the La Mercy Airport has already been awarded 
and, according to the current planning, it will be taken over by the Louis Botha 
Airport,” according to Eksteen's statement. 


"The present lack of space at the Louis Botha Airport made the interim expansion 
necessary. The expansions will be carried out mainly on the present departure 
building--as soon as the plans are in the hands of the Department of Public Works." 


Runway 


According to Eksteen the La Mercy Airport, which is situated 28 kilometers north of 
Durban along the northern coastal highway, meets all international requirements as 
far as technical aids, passenger facilities, etc. are concerned. 


The runway will be 3,660 meters long and equipped with the most up-to-date navi- 
gational aids. In addition to this, provisions are being made for a second runway 
at La Mercy. 


Eksteen also pointed out that the existing terminal buildings at the Jan Smuts Air- 
port will be in use for several more years, since the plans for the new buildings 
have not yet been approved. These latter buildings will be built between the 
existing runway and the second one which was recently announced. 
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"In the meantime the existing terminal building will be renovated so as to improve 
the flow of passengers, More space and loading tunnele which will connect aircraft 
on the loading platform with the departure building should make things a lot easier. 


"In the interim, other new buildings are to be built at Jan Smuts, Among other 
things, thie is to include a new control tower and fire station--which to be sure 
are to be built between the two parallel runways. Air control and fire prevention 
will not be able to be carried out effectively from the existing buildings when 
the second runway is in use," 





According to Eksteen the number of passengers on internal flights increased 19 
percent at Jan Smuts and passengers for international flights by 4.5 percent, 


"When the second runway becomes operational in December 1982 it will greatly 
improve the control of air traffic. Jan Smuts is experiencing congestions now, 
especially in morning hours and not all the flights can depart on time. 


“Construction work on the new terminal buildings at the D. F. Malan Airport in 
Capetown started 3 months ago. The existing building will be redesigned for use 
for internal flights, while an entirely new international terminal building will 
be built. 


"The latter building should be completed by 1983 and with the new extensions D. F. 
Malan should be able to effectively handle air traffic up until 1990. A new 
operations complex for air controllers, weather office and other technical func- 
tions have actually been already completed." 


Yesterday Eksteen said that there are now 3,300 aircraft registered in South Africa 
and this number is expected to increase to 4,500 by 1990, 


"It is therefore necessary that company lines choose the proper aviators, because 
the careless and reckless elements among them must be uprooted.” 


He also emphasized that the local authorities must see to it that they make avail- 
able the appropriate airports for the growing airline business. The Department of 
Civil Aviation is providing a great deal of support in this connection...and under 
certain circumstances, even financial help, 


Eksteen pointed out that the South African Air Lines are concentrating exclusively 
on the main routes, while there are now 83 unduplicated connecting routes operated 
by privately scheduled services with light aircraft.

RIVER BLINDNESS RESETTLEMENT SCHEME IN TROUBLE

(Text] John Madeley describes difficulties that have arisen with an Upper Volta 
scheme connected with the eradication of river blindness. 








AN INTERNATIONALLY | supported 
scheme to resetde families in Upper Volta 
appears to be going seriously wrong The 
familes are being resettied in Volta Basin 
valleys which has been cleared of the 
disease carrying blackfly 

The costs of the scheme have now 
reached astronomical proportions, chiefly 
because of the complexity of the 
resettlement programme itself Soaring 
costs are now making necessary a rethink of 
the entire programme But whilst escalating 
costs are one factor, equally serious ts that 
the scheme is not working out as it was 
intended 

Resettlement in the valleys has been 
made possible by the success of the first 
stage of the Onchocerciasis Control 
Programme Set up in 1974, this £120 
milhon programme is one of the most 
ambitious development schemes ever 
mounted It aims to eliminate the blackfly 
which bites local people and causes 
onchocerciasss (river blindness) 

For generations the disease has driven 
people from fertile valleys and it has long 
been recognised as a major constraint on 
economic development in the area 

Seven West African countnes are 
involved in the programme — Upper Volta, 
Ghana, Ivory Coast, Niger, Togo, Benin 
and Mah. The World Health Organisation 
are co-ordinating the programme in 
conjunction with other international 
agencies and aid donor countries 

The OCP operates through helicopters 
which spray insecticides on the waterways 
of the region that are known to contain the 
breeding grounds of the blackfly. In total 
the OCP’s zone covers 700,000 square 
kilometres in the Volta Basin. 
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Over the period 1974-1979, « dramatic 
reduction in blackfly was recorded At one 
point on the Leraba River in the Volta 
Basin, the OCP monitoring team caught 
114 flies over an 11 hour penod in August 
1975 In August 1979 the team caught only 
4 flies at a similar 11 hour nonitor All the 
countries involved in the programme have 
reported a big decrease in blindness among 
young children 

Resettiement in the Upper Volta valleys 
began in 1979, several years ahead of 
schedule, with an FAO/World Bank/Euro- 
pean Development Fund scheme in the 
Dieboubougou region. L' Amenagement 
des Vallees des Voltas ( Volta Valleys Plan) 
was then launched and given overall 
responsibility for resettiement. 

Extensive studies were first of all carried 
out by the sponsoring organisations to 
ensure that people were resettled on an 
economically viable basis. The sponsors felt 
that it was necessary to build an 
infrastructure that would allow for a 
sustained level of economic de 
Roads were constructed. wells were dug. 
agricultural experts and training specialists 
were called in. 

Resettied families were given subsidies to 
buy crops pius food aid. They were 
encouraged to grow cotton for sales to the 
market and maize and sorghum for their 
own use Under the scheme cach family 
resettied in the valleys is allocated around 6 
hectares (nearly 15 acres) of land. But « 
huge problem has arisen because the 
authorities have been unable to stop 
familes from resetting unofficially in the 
valleys and by-passing the official

Bui due 'o « long tradition of people living 
in the valleys, the government is reluctant to 
turn them off the land Two different groups 
of people are therefore living uncasily ude 
by side in the valleys, one officially, the 
other unofficially — much to the 
embarrassment of the authorities. Some of 
the difficulues have been caused by lack of 
consultation with families who formerly 
lived in the valleys and wanted to retum. 
Whilst a vast sum of money has been spent 
on infrastructure, local have not 
been asked for their views about the kind of 
resettioment they wanted This has led to 
tensions and some people did not like the 
kind of crops they were being asked to grow 
under the official scheme. 

Most of the unofficial settlers are living 
very frugally, although some = are 
maintaining plots of land on the plains. 

The lesson of resettioment so far’ said a 
senor UN official, us that we need to ask 
and trust local people to do more 
themselves and provide less for them. After 
all they live here, we are just visitors”. 

Around 2,000 families have so far been 
officially resettied in the Upper Volta 
valleys. But costs of resetthing families are 
now thought to have reached over $50 
millon or $25,000 per family. Cost are 
therefore running at over $4,000 per 
hectare of land. Such astronomically high 
costs are causing both the Upper Volta 
government and the international aid 
agencies involved to think again about the 
scale of infrastructure that is needed. The 
experience of neighbouring countnes may 
serve as a useful guide for Upper Volta. 

Togo ts also resettling familhes who were 
driven from the valleys by river blindness. 
The Togo government have decided to cut 
down on their original resettlement 
schemes and mount instead a more modest 
programme with less infrastructure. One 
thousand families have been resettled in the 
valleys of Togo at a cost of around $12,000 
per family 
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In the Ivory Coast there was less exodus 
from the valleys because of river blindness 
and a more developed infrastructure 
already existed. This means that families 
are moving back at a lower cost. The Ivory

An aid agency official who spent several 
years in Upper Volta said that the 
resetdement programme was a ‘classic case 
of what seems to be a perfectly good and 
logical project going wrong. There is plenty 
of goodwill behind the project but you sul! 
have enormous problems. The sponsoring 
organisation have no doubt done their best. 
Part of the trouble is that the whole 
question of how resetUement takes place is 
so complex that it is difficult to work out all 
the different factors beforehand’. 

The programme sponsors are having 
doubts about the wisdom of encouraging 
cash crops such as cotton among: 
communities that have no tradition of such 
agriculture. In the light of results so far it 
seems probable that people still awaiting 
resettlement will be consulted more and 
that spending on infrastructure wil) be 
lower. 

Providing the sponsoring organisations 
learn from the expenence of the first stages 
of the resettlement scheme, then later 
stages should be more successful.

FARM TOOLS BAN--The Government has not lifted a ban on the importation of agricul- 
tural equipment which can be manufactured locally, Minister of Commerce and Indus- 
try, Mr Remmy Chisupa, said in Kitwe yesterday. But Mr Chisupa admitted that his 
ministry had not discouraged importers from bringing the equipment into the country. 
The minister said this when Universal Spring Manufacturers general manager Mr 
Dennis Hughes complained that despite the ban imposed more than a year ago, some 
companies were still being given foreign exchange to import hoes and other farm 
implements which his company produced, The hoes produced by his company had been 
tested and found to be suitable and durable for peasant farmers in rural areas, he 
said. "By allowing local manufacturers to produce hoes, Zambia would save about 
40 percent in foreign exchange. In fact, my company's production capacity is 
200,000 hoes a year and this could be doubled if we were supported by the Govern- 
ment,” he said. In Kasama, Northern Province member of the Central Committee, Mr. 
Alex Shapi, said yesterday there is a serious shortage of agricultural inputs and 
this would greatly reduce production next year. Mr Shapi said in a telephone 
interview that the Ministry of Agriculture and Water Development had not sent a 
single tractor to the province for peasants to hire and, with heavy rains already 
started, it was getting late for planting.

PRIME MINISTER MUGABE INTERVIEWED BY SFRY PAPER

[Interview with ¢imbabwe Prime Minister Robert Mugabe by unidentified DELO 
correspondent--in early November in Saliabury) 


|Excerpts) Salisbury, November--Half a year after the last British colony 
on African soil, Rhodesia, became the independent Republic of Zimbabwe, 

its people are making great efforts for postwar reconstruction and develop- 
ment. This is their second struggle for independence, for an economic 
independence, after he won their political independence at a price of 
#),900 dead. 


However, it appears that this struggle for the time being is enjoying less 
support than the first one, particularly from those who before independence 
promised substantial financial funds and who have now decided in favor of 
the tactic of waiting to see which road Zimbabwe will take. Zimbabwe wil! 
take its own road, replied Robert Mugabe, prime minister of Zimbabwe, who 
gave a special interview to DELO in his Salisbury office a few days ago. 


DELO: Could you now, after the first 200 days of Zimbabwe's independence, 
sum up the first results, that is, could you tell us what successes you 
have achieved and what difficulties you have encountered? 


Mugabe: As you know, the essence of independence is in the fact that people 
obtain their sovereign right to make decisions about themselves and to elect 
their government. Thus, we have achieved this independence; that is, 
political independence. Our people voted in accordance with the principle 
“one man, one vote.” I believe that was a great landmark in our country's 
history, particularly after the long yeare of bitter struggle. 


At the same time | believe that with this, our national struggle for 
sovereignty has not ended, but we gust make efforts to realize other goals 
which are increasingly more closely connected with the people's personal life. 
These are the social, economic, cultural, educational and other goals. In 
other words, our struggle for independence must be transformed into a struggle 
to achieve those goals. Up to mow we have tried to lay the foundations for 
realizing those goals and, in this connection, we had to take into considera- 
tion the existing socioeconomic infrastructure. 
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You must take into consideration that our economy suffered damage during the 
war, that roade in many rural areas were damaged and in some cases destroyed, 
and the same goes for hospitals and clinica, In addition, many people 

were separated, They suffered during the war, particularily in the rural 
areas where many people lost their property, their land. Now we must 
reintegrate them into normal life, 


Naturally, al) these programe of rehabilitation and reconstruction call for 
pretty large funds. And in this connection we have found ourselves in 
difficulties, because the British and Americans have not provided those 
substantial funds which they promised us for reconstruction and development 
of the economy, We have insufficient funds, but nonetheless with the avail- 
able funds we have begun to realize our programs. We are reconstructing 
schools, hospitals and roads, and we are satisfied that much has already 
been done in this respect. 


Land is still not accessible to all those farmers who need it. To ensure 
thin land for them, we will need more funds. However, we do not have such 
funds and for this reason the government is studying other ways of obtaining 
land. Nonetheless, we hope that the British will realize that we need more 
funds to pay for the land which we intend to take away from the white farmers. 


DELO: How is the consolidation of peace, in view of the fact that individual 
instances of violence still occur? 


Mugabe: True, this is an area which causes concern to the government. There 
are still numerous dissidents who possess arms and who continue to cause 
isolated incidents, which evoke concern and fear among our rural population, 
particularly among the white farmers. However, if we were to compare the 
state of peace that prevailed earlier, during the war and after the 
elections, we could note that we have moved a long way toward a complete 
peace. In fact, our situation is not so bad as portrayed by the foreign 
press. 


Aleo, if we compare the level of violence in our country and that in Great 
Britain, or rather in northern Ireland; or if we compare it to that ir the 
United States, where no war is being waged but where, nonetheless, they have a 
high level of crime, we gust conclude that there is much less crime in our 
country than in the United States. For this reason I do not see why the 
foreign press picked us as a target for slander. Nevertheless, I believe 

that in the field of establishing peace, we have still not carried out our 
task, and we will be able to do this only when we have a unified army, a 
unified command. I hope that we will achieve this soon. 


DELO: During the liberation struggle you established a number of friendships, 
both in Africa and elsewhere in the world. How should these friendships 
develop in future? 


Mugabe: It is true that we have established several firm relations with 
countries which were favorably disposed to the goals of our struggle. 
However, we did not have that many friends. If I do not mention the front- 
line and other countries in Africa, and restrict myself to the world outside

Africa, then | must say that our beat friends were China, Yugoslavia and 
Romania, then the DPRK and the soctaliat world, while in the Weat we had 
excellent relations with Sweden, Norway, Denmark and to some extent also 
with Finland and the Netherlands. In these Scandinavian countries and 
in the Netherlands we cooperated directly with the governments, whereas 
in other Western countries we did not encounter the favor of government, 
but developed good relation with various volunteer groups. 


We had excellent relations with Yugoslavia, both politically and militarily. 
During our etrugegle we received significant military assistance from Yugo- 
slavia, not only in the form of weapons but aleo training. Now, when our 
struggle is over, it is our desire to strengthen the relations with all our 
previous friends in those fields which we believe could be mutually useful. 


DELO: Which fleide of cooperation with Yugoslavia would be most useful for 
Zimbabwe at this moment’ 


Mugabe: As regards our future relations with Yugoslavia, I believe that we 
should, in addition to diplomatic relations, now develop cooperation in the 
economic, cultural and scientific-technical fields. I believe that we have 
already begun work to establish closer links in these fields. At the same 
time | believe that in realizing our programs we could gain much from 
Yugoslavia's experience. In this connection, I have in mind the agricultural 
development programs, the establishment of cooperatives in villages, and 
aiso the experiment which we intend to carry out: that is, the establishment 
of mixed enterprises between state and private enterprises. In this connec- 
tion we are interested to learn how much we should allow the private sector 
of the economy to participate in the country's development. Then, there is 
the problem of the role of the state and the collectives. 


Yugoslavia has had some experiences in this field and I believe that we 
could use them to advantage in realizing our programs; that is, to see what 
was done in Yugoslavia in c'rcumstances similar to the ones now in our 
country. Naturally, it is always necessary to take into account that the 
experiences of others were gained in a specific environment, where different 
factors were at work. For this reason we should adapt those experiences to 
our own conditions. 


We also know that in the vears that followed the victory over fasc!om and 
Naziem, Yugoslavia reached a high level of knowledge, vhich we could use 
in our country in all those fields where a shertage of knowledge exists. 
The Yugoslav agricultural sector is rather highly developed. You produce 
numerous agricultural equipment which could be very useful for us. And, 
of course, there is aleo trade which could link us. At the same time ve 
would also like to study Cie possibilities for military cooperation. We 
know that Yugoslavia produces military aircraft and other weapons, and 

for this reason we would like to examine the possibilities for cooperation 
in this field, too. Primarily, however, we would like to continue to feel 
that warmth and solidarity that we received from the Yugoslav people. On 
our party. we will respond with warmth in strengthening our mutual cooperation. 








DELO: And what should your policy in Africa be, particularly toward your 
neighbors, including South Africa? 


Mugabe: | believe that the same, that ia the nonalined principles, will 
aleo guide us in Africa, We will not try to interfere in the internal 
affaire of our neighbors, but we will work for relations based on peaceful 
coexistence, For this reason, in relation to South Africa, we adopted the 
view that the people in that country should contribute themselves to changes 
in their own country. We will criticize them, of course, because the policy 
which we believe in rejects a harsh treatment of people, it rejects every 
form of fasciem and Naziem that we have condemned in the past, as we now 
resolutely condemn the regime of racial differentiation in South Africa. 


We also expect other countries around us to adopt the same policy toward 

us. For thts reason we regret the fact and are concerned because South 
Africa did not pursue the same policy toward us as we did toward South Africa, 
but is still militarily training the men who were recruited in our country, 
Zambia and Mozambique with the intention of destabilizing the situation 

in our region. 


DELO: One of the first results of your independence was the beginning of 

a closer cooperation with the nine countries of southern Africa which decided 
to expand their economic, trade, transport and other links. What are the 
further plans of this cooperation? 


Mugabe: We have agreed to hold a summit conference in Maputo, Mozambique, 

on 24 November at which we should settle everything that was agreed on by 

the leaders of the nine countries in Lusaka, Zambia, and in September by 

the ministers of these countries in charge of various fields of cooperation. 
In Maputo, we will review the results of this cooperation. We are convinced 
that such « regional linkage is necessary, because if we are able to cooperate 
in this area, then we will also be able to cooperate successfully with other 
parte of the world. it is also very important to exchange our experiences 

in the economic field in order to exchange our scientific and technical 
attainments. Thus, we will work in the direction of our economic independence, 
which should also consolidate our political independence, and at the same 

time reduce our dependence on South Africa. 
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SOVLET ENVOY DISCUSSES MASTER PLAN FOR AFRICA 
Liberation Plans Discussed 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 25 Nov 80 p 7 
lArticle entitled: "Solodovnikov: We Do Have a Plan for Africa") 


[Text] Russia's chief African envoy has agreed his country has a master plan to 
"Liberate the whole of Africa from colonialism, racism and apartheid." 


But in an interview in Salisbury at the weekend, Dr Vasily Solodovnikov claimed 
that although the Soviet Union supported the banned African National Congress 
(ANC), it had no plan to interfere in the internal affairs of South Africa. 


Dr Solodovnikov, the Russian ambassador to Zambia and thought to be head of the 
Kremlin's KGB operations in Africa, said: “The people of South Africa have to 
liberate themselves just as the people of Zimbabwe have done." 


The Russian diplomat, who cut short his lunch at a restaurant in Salisbury for the 
interview, was relaxed and jolly. He hardly gave the impression of the ruthless 
Russian mastermind. 


Asked if white South Africa « fear of Russian intentions towards it was justified, 
he answered: "We are too far away from South Africa...and we don't plan anything 
in South Africa," 


He emphasised: “We have no r ght to interfere in the internal affairs of a coun- 
try outside our own.” He said there were several ways open to “oppressed” people 
in South Africa to gain their freedom. 


"There is a political way. We, as socialists, think that a political solution in 
South Africa is possible, but it's up to the people." 


Dr Solodovnikov said the Soviet Union supported the ANC which it considered 

capable of deciding what course of action to take against the South African Govern- 
ment to liberate the oppressed people. “We do not impose our views on them, We 
support them,” he said. 
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Asked if Moscow did not have an eye on the strategic importance of South Africa 
and Zimbabwe's vast mineral resources, Dr Solodovnikov sat up, smiled and said: 
"We are 4 socialist state and we don't control anything outside our own country." 


When it was pointed out that the Soviet Union had definite economic interests out- 
side its own borders, citing the recent case in Ethiopia in which the Government of 
Colonel Mengistu Haile Mariam came under strong pressure to replace the country's 
commercial Boeing aircraft fleet with Llyushin, he retorted: “It's business, 


"We are ready to sell even to South Africa. It (the Soviet-made Llyushin aircraft) 
is a good aircraft," 


He later corrected himself explaining that it would be against his country's prin- 
ciples to do business with South Africa, 


Dr Solodovnikov said he was not satisfied with efforts by the so-called Contact 
Group of the five Western countries to achieve a solution in Namibia, "They 
started this thing (the latest Western initiative) some time back. 


"About four years have now passed and all they have done is just talk and talk," 


Asked for his country's alternative proposal to end the Namibian deadlock, Dr 
Solodovnikov said: "Liberating the people by using whatever means possible. 
believe that the - le of Namibia have a right to their own state with sove: 


eignty." 
He pledged his Government's support for SWAPO. 


Asked whether the Soviet Union did not now feel it had backed the wrong horse by 
supporting Dr Joshua Nkomo's ZAPU, Dr Solodovnikov reflected briefly before saying: 
"| don't think so. In any case, I don't think that the issue should be compared 
with horse racing. It's a quch more serious matter." 


He denied assertions that relations between the Soviet Union and Zimbabwe were 
strained. "We have very good relations with the Government of Zimbabwe." 


The Russians and Zimbabweans agreed on several international issues, especially 
the fight against apartheid in South Africa, he said. 


lt depended on the two Governments to decide when to establish diplomatic links: 
"lt can't say defnitely but we are going to open. Don’t worry." 


Nor did he agree that Moscow had been given conditions on which Zimbabwe's Govern- 
ment would allow them to open an embassy here. "No specific conditions were put 
to us,” he claimed, 


Dr Solodovnikov said the Soviet Union was no longer providing ZIPRA with training 
and arms, "The Soviet Union has stopped supporting ZAPU because Zimbabwe is now 
independent. We provide material assistance to any African liberation movement 
fighting for its independence but that ends once independence has been proclaimed."

arged to dissolve. 

Accusations soon followed of political manipulation of trade 
union affairs and last month « veteran urionist, Mr Phineas 
Sithole, resigned the vice-chairmanship seccusing the ZCTU 
commitiee of being an arm of ZANU (PF).

UNION MEETING CRITICIZED--Gwelo--Bulawayo Municipal Workers’ Union was yesterday 
accused of making “a sinister move" in calling 4 meeting of the Executive of the 
Federation of Municipal, Town and Rural Councils in Que Que next Saturday. Mr J.B. 
Hurogoda, the secretary general o the Gwelo Municipal Workers’ Union, claimed the 
meeting had been called at very short notice and without any agenda being supplied.

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CHEAPER PROTELN DLIET«-Bulawayo=-Nhopi, a traditional Shona dish, has been recom- 
mended by five Salisbury doctors for use in the treatment of kwashiorkor, a 
tropical disease in children caused by a lack of protein, Writing in the October 
issue of the Central Alirican Journal of Med ciac, Dr Claver B, Mamvura, a spokesman 
for a research yroup, said the hospital diet used to combat kwashicrkor cost about 
$45 a child over three weeks, while nhopi cost about $12 over the : ame period, 
"Nhopi can therefore be cecommended for use in general, district and rural hospi- 
tals to treat kwashiorkor cheaply," said the report. Niopi is four parts of pump- 
kin to one part of peanut butter, stirred and simmered to a fine consistency, The 
report says that 60 patients, aged between one and three years, were used in 
research, The patients had been admicted to the Harare hospital, Salisbury, with 
kwashiorkor. Thirty patients were fed on nhopi and the other 30, used as a con- 
trol, were were fed the conventional hospital kwashiorkor diet. Each patient was 
studied until he was ready to be discharged from hospital, The report says that in 
the nhopi group the range of stay in hospital was between eight and 18 days with an 
average of 11 days, while the control group stayed bet een eight and 27 days with 
an average of 15 days.
